Wound-dressing  in  "War. 

Sir  Anthony  A.  Bowlby,  who  is  with  the  British  Ex- 
peditionary  i'orce   on  the    Continent,   writes   in   "  The 
Lancet  "  (II.,  1914,  p.  1427)  regarding  the  treatment  of 
wounds  in  war.    He  states  that  he  has  never  given  up 
antiseptic  principles  and  treatment,  and  was  glad  to  find 
that  in   every   clearing  hospital    antiseptics  are  always 
used.    The  usual  routine  for  all  flesh  wounds  which  are 
of    the  punctured   variety,    and   for  all   abdominal  or 
thoracic  wounds,   is  to  paint  the  skin  far  around  with 
2-per-cent.  iodine  in  spirit,  and  to  wash  the  wound  itself 
with  either  carbolic  acid  1  in  20  to  1  in  40 ;  iodine  from 
1  to  2   drachms   to   the   pint;    or  strong   peroxide  of 
hydrogen.    The  dressings  have  always  been  "antiseptic," 
and  have  always  consisted  of  bicyanide-of -mercury  gauze 
and  absorbent  wool,  for  "  plain  "  gauze  is  considered  to 
be  unsuitable  and  is  not  provided.    Dealing  with  the  same 
subject,  Dr.  Thomas  Lissaman,  of  Bolton,  states  that  he 
has  devised  an  antiseptic,  under  the  name  of  "  Hydrion," 
which  has  the  following  composition  : 

Mercuric  chloride   ...       ...       ...     4.375  grains 

Calcium  chloride    ...       ...       ...      1.86  grains 

Sodium  chloride    ...       ...       ...    34.76  grains 

Potassium  chloride         ...       ...     0.075  grain 
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Hydrion  is  made  up  into  40-grain  tablets,  each  of  which 
dissolved  in  a  pint  of  cold  water  makes  an  antiseptic 
solution,  which  the  writer  uses  habitually  with  good 
effect  for  recent  wounds  on  the  hands,  feet,  head,  and 
exposed  parts  generally.  He  suggests  that  it  is  equally 
suitable  for  battlefield  wounds.  The  solution  is  used 
somewhat  weaker  on  delicate  skins,  and  much  stronger  in 
the  first  immersion  of  a  very  dirty  wound.  The  tablets 
are  very  hygroscopic  and  must  be  kept  dry.  Dr.  Lissa- 
man  states  that  hydrion  is  made  by  Messrs.  Hough, 
H  oseason  &  Co.,  Manchester.  Mr.  G.  Lenthal  Cheatle 
further  explains  in  the  '*  British  Medical  Journal  "  (II., 
1914,  1088)  that  the  antiseptic  solution  for  wound-dress- 
ing, to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  previous  issue, 
contains  5  per  cent,  of  rosaline,  carbolic  acid  1  in  20, 
mercury  perchloride  1  to  500  "  absolute  alcohol  or  pure 
methylated  spirit." 

Belgian  Rsfugees:  A  Tribute  to  Chemists. 
Addressing  on  December  18  a  meeting  of  Hampstead 
doctors — at  which  the  audience  numbered  seven  persons — 
in  support  of  the  Belgian  Doctors'  and  Pharmacists' 
Relief  Fund,  Sir  Rickman  J.  Godlee,  Bart.,  Past-Presi- 
dent of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  spoke  in  high 
terms  of  the  assistance  and  liberality  of  Messrs.  Bur- 
roughs Wellcome  &  Co.,  and  said  that  the  chemists  had 
done  extremely  well  in  this  matter.  "  The  chemists  are 
much  more  businesslike  men  than  we  doctors,"  he  said, 
"  and  it  was  only  a  short  time  before  all  the  distressed 
pharmacists  among  Belgian  refugees  in  this  country 
found  occupations  of  one  sort  or  another."

Toluol-supplies. 
The  War  Office  has  issued  a  notice  to  the  principal 
gasworks  in  Great  Britain  notifying  that  all  the  output 
of  toluol  or  substances  containing  toluol,  such  as  com- 
mercial benzol,  light  oils,  or  solvent  naphtha,  are 
required  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Army 
Council  for  the  period  of  the  present  war.  The  Council 
are  desirous  of  interfering  as  little  as  possible  with  exist- 
ing contracts,  but  full  particulars  must  be  given  of  such 
to  see  if  they  are  consistent  with  the  requirements  of 
national  defence.  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Supply  of  High  Explosives,  Storey's  Gate,  London, 
S.W.,  has  charge  of  the  matter. 

Letters  from  the  Front. 
The  "  City  Press  "  of  December  12  published  a  synopsis 
of  letters  from  Mr.  A.  Proctor  Atkinson,  Jun.,  son  of  Mr 
A.  Proctor  Atkinson  (Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  iCo. 
Farringdon  Road,  London,  E.C.),  who  is  serving  in  the 
Honourable    Artillery    Company     in    Belgium.  Mr 


Atkinson  is  one  of  the  crack  shots  of  his  regiment,  and 
his  letters  home  are  of  more  than  family  interest,  as  the 
following  quotations  show  : 

November  25. — We  are  now  about  four  miles  behind 
the  trenches.  We  reached  the  reserve  trenches  and  spent 
the  night  in  them.  I  did  one  hour  on  outpost  duty.  We 
moved  off  from  the  reserve  trenches  at  4.30  a.m.  right  up 
to  the  firing  line.  We  marched  in  single  file  close  to  hedges, 
etc.  When  we  reached  the  trenches  we  filed  into  them 
along  a  narrow  communicating  trench  Just  at  dawn  we 
did  some  firing.  You  could  see  the  Germans  moving  about 
quite  easily,  but  during  the  day  they  kept  well  down,  and 
we  hardly  ever  saw  them.  In  case  of  heavy  firing  we  all 
have  to  stand-to.  We  are  sniped  at  all  day.  They  have 
some  very  good  shots,  and  sent  some  bullets  quite  close. 
They  also  shelled  us  with  80-pounders. 

November  30. — We  are  having  a  few  days'  rest  now 
before  we  go  back  into  the  trenches  again.  The  last  time 
we  were  in  the  trenches  it  was  only  for  twelve  hours. 
When  we  got  to  them  the  men  who  were  in  them  started 
firing  like  the  dickens,  because  they  thought  the  Germans 
were  advancing — of  course,  the  Germans  replied  vigorously. 
We  were  standing  just  outside  the  trenches,  and  ....  I 
fell  into  a  big  shell  hole,  about  10  ft.  deep,  so  I  remained 
there  for  some  time.  Then  I  got  out,  and  lay  on  the  edge 
of  the  trench  for  a  while.  Afterwards  I  slid  into  the 
trench ;  it  was  very  wet  and  muddy.  All  this  time  the 
bullets  were  whizzing  by,  and  it  was  a  wonder  none  of  us 
was  hit.  When  it  got  light  we  could  see  the  enemy  moving 
about  quite  plainly.    We  had  pot  shots  at  them  all  day." 

Operations  in  South.- West  Africa. 
Mr.  W.  E.  Hodson  (Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal)  is  serving 
with  the  South  African  Army  Medical  Service  of  the  "  O  " 
Force  in  South-West  Africa,  and  by  this  week's  mail  we 
received  the  following  account  of  his  experiences  : 

We  left  Cape  Town  on  October  1,  and  landed  in  Luderitz- 
bucht,  a  southern  German  port,  three  days  later.  We  had 
exceptionally  fine  weather, 
and  arrived  feeling  very  fit 
after  an  uneventful  voyage. 
The  German  gunboat  Eoenigs- 
burg  had  been  seen  near 
South  African  waters  just 
before  our  departure,  but  she 
evidently  didn't  fancy  meet- 
ing our  escort,  H.M.S.  Astria. 
The  town,  which  has  in  normal 
times  a  population  of  about 
a  thousand,  is  very  well  built, 
and  the  buildings  excep- 
tionally so.  But  the  country, 
what  a  change  from  the  Trans- 
vaal !  Miles  and  miles  of 
sand,  and  not  a  blade  of  grass 
to  be  seen  anywhere.  Sand 
dunes,  practically  everywhere, 
continually  shifting.  These 
are  in  some  cases  100  ft.  hign, 

and  are  great  hindrances  to  our  mounted  infantry  the  horses 
of  which  sink  in  the  sand  almost  up  to  their  bellies.  It 
has  to  be  seen  to  be  believed.  This  stretch  of  desert  con- 
tinues for  about  eighty  miles  inland  and  all  along  the  sea 
coast.  Once  this  is  passed  the  country  improves.  Sea- 
water  has  to  be  condensed  for  the  troops,  and  a  wash  w  an 
absolute  luxury.  Naturally  transport  is  one  of  our  chief 
difficulties.  There  is  a  railway,  but  as  we  move  this  has 
to  be  repaired  and  kept  clear  of  sand.  Fatigue  parties-are 
kept  continually  going  to  keep  the  rails  clear  of  the  shifting 
sand.  At  first  goggles  were  indispensable,  as  there  is 
always  a  very  strong  wind  blowing,  but  now  veils  are  the 
fashion,  as  goggles  do  not  afford  sufficient  protection.  The 
ears  and  nose  become  filled,  and  the  face  stings  with  the 
sand  blown  about.  Beyond  our  landing  at  Luderitzbucht, 
I  am  not  allowed  to  state  more  of  {he  movements  of  our 
troops,  except  that  we  are  some  distance  inland.  Our  force 
has  been  successful  in  everything  undertaken  so  far.  I  am 
stationed  (temporarily)  with  the  First  Field  Ambulance  at 
a  hospital  on  the  Diamond  Fields.  There  is  quite  an  up-to- 
date  dispensary  attached,  with  a  big  and  varied  stock, 
which  of  course,  is  now  being  used  for  the  Defence  b  orce. 
Everywhere  one  sees  evidence  of  German  industry.  Here 
in  the  heart  of  the  desert  an  electric-power  station  which 
would  hold  its  own  with  many  in  South  Africa,  and  electric 
trams  for  hauling  the  diamond-bearing  sand  (the  diggings 
here  are  alluvial).  Another  example,  a  German  aeroplane, 
visited  us  a  few  days  ago,  but  found  its  reception  too  warm, 


Mr.  W.  E.  Hodson. 
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turned  tail,  and  flew  back.  It  came,  we  believe,  from 
Keetmans  Hoop,  the  first  strongly  fortified  place  we  have 
to  encounter,  about  150  miles  distant.  No  decisive  battle  has 
been  fought  as  yet  by  this  force,  but  there  have  been  a 
few  small  encounters,  resulting  in  prisoners  being  taken  and 
a  few  of  the  enemy  killod,  with  very  little  loss  to  the 
Union  Forces.  Considering  the  nature  of  the  country, 
the  difficulties  of  transport  and  water,  the  under- 
taking is  not  so  small  as  is  generally  thought ;  still  there 
can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  ultimate  issue,  though  it 
will  take  time.  The  troops  are  very  well  looked  after 
as  regards  comforts,  which  arrive  by  every  mail  from 
friends,  relations,  and  a  generous  public. 

Mr.  Hod&on  is  a  Natalian,  served  his  apprenticei- 
ship  with  Lennon,  Ltd.,  and  is  one  of  their  staff  at 
Pritehard  Street,  Johannesburg.  He  qualified  in  examina- 
tion by  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board.

Whiff  en  &  Sons,  Ltd.),  who  is  chief  recruiting  officer  at 
the  War  Office,  Whitehall,  has  prepared  an  interesting 
chart  illustrating  the  fluctuations  in  recruiting  throughout 
the  country.  It  shows  that  the  figures  fall  when  the  cam- 
paign is  going  smoothly  and  well,  but  reach  a  high  level 
following  checks  on  land  or  disasters  at  sea.  This  was  well 
shown  in  the  days  following  the  raid  by  German  cruisers 
on  the  East  Coast. 

Miscellaneous. 

Bradford  Pharmacists'  Association  last  week  forwarded 
a  donation  of  10Z.  10s.  to  the  Lord  Mayor's  War  Relief 
Fund. 

"  The  Boy  Scout "  is  the  title  of  a  song  published  by 
the  Boy  Scouts'  Association,  116  Victoria  Street,  London, 
S.W.  The  words  are  by  H.  T.  Morey  Atwell,  and  the  music 
is  by  Henry  E.  Pether.  The  publication  of  the  song  has 
been  made'  possiblo  by  the  back  page  of  the  cover  being 
occupied  with  an  advertisement  of  the  Scout  Soap  made  by 
Edward  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bow,  London,  E. 

The  "  Daily  Telegraph  "  tells  a  spy  story  of  a  party  of 
Germans,  who  in  1909  took  a  series  of  photographs  of  the 
North-East  Coast  of  England.  A  photographic  chemist  in 
the  district  developed  some  hundreds  of  photographs,  and 
one  day  the  party  of  four  Germans  had  an  altercation  in 
the  chemist's  shop  because  one  of  the  party  had  not'  taken 
a  photograph  of  a  certain  lighthouse. 

The  Home  Office  makes  the  following  announcement  : 
"  Now  that  the  suzerainty  of  Turkey  over  Egypt  is  ter- 
minated. Egyptians  cease  to  be  alien  enemies — though  they 
do  not  become  British  subjects.  They  are  henceforth  sub- 
ject only  to  those  provisions  of  the  Restriction  Order  which 
relate  to  aliens  other  than  alien,  enemies,  and  are  not 
required  to  register  with  the  police  unless  they  reside  in  a 
prohibited  area." 

News  from  Austria  and  Germany. 

Sugar-sttpply. — There  is  no  scarcity  of  sugar  in  Germany, 
and  on  this  account  the  Imperial  Government  has  refused 
a  number  of  requests  for  a  temporary  relaxation  of  the 
laws  with  regard  to  other  sweetening-products. 


Laboratory  Explosion. — Professor  Sackur,  of  the  Kaiser 
Wilhelm  Institute,  at  Dahlem,  near  Berlin,  was  killed 
last  week  by  an  explosion  while  engaged  in  research  work 
on  explosives'.  Professor  Jobst,  who  was  associated  with 
him  in  the  work,  had  his  right  hand  blown  off. 

Soap-manufacture  in  Germany. — The  Government  has  pro- 
hibited the  use  of  neutral  fats  for  the  manufacture  of  soft 
soap  from  January  1,  1915.  In  consequence  the  Society  of 
Soap-manufacturers  has  drawn  up  a  list  of  producers  of 
fatty  acids  for  the  information  of  its  members. 

The  Field  Dispensary  of  Frederic  the  Great  is  deposited 
in  the  Dresden  collection.  It  was  captured  in  1758  in  the 
attack  near  Hochkirch,  and  was  conveyed  to  Dresden.  It 
is  a  chest  40  cm.  high,  30  cm.  broad,  and  25  cm.  deep, 
and  has  several  drawers,  which  contain,  among  other 
medicaments,  crabs'  eyes,  powdered  horses'  teeth,  powdered 
gall-stones,  snakes'  heads,  amber,  castoreum,  musk,  and 
theriac.  There  are  no  surgical  instruments,  dressings,  or 
bandages. 

Bandage-packages. — Among  the  articles  now  being  made 
by  German  manufacturers  for  service  in  the  war  are 
"bandage-packages,"  intended  to  be  carried  by  the  soldier 
for  his  own  use.  They  contain  a  sterilised  strip  of  wadding, 
attached  to  a  muslin  bandage  and  covered  with  cambric. 
This  outfit  is  sterilised,  and,  according  to  its  composition, 
packed  in  paper,  waterproof  fabric,  or  similar  material.  It 
is  fastened  with  a  safety-pin  or  with  clips.  Pocket  drug- 
outfits  are  also  made. 

German  Army  Medical  Supplies. — The  station  at 
Mannheim  transmitted  during  the  first  three  months  of 
the  war  the  following  quantities  of  surgical  dressings 
and  medicaments:  98,000  bandages;  11,500  kilos,  of 
wool;  149,000  metres  of  mull;  25,000  kilos,  of  lysol ; 
25,000  kilos.  of  chloride  of  lime;  2,000  kilos.  _  of 
bolus  (as  a  dysentery-remedy) ;  3,000  Tcilos.  of  aluminium 
oxide ;  90,000  tablets  of  different  medicaments ;  3,000  kilos, 
of  tincture  of  opium ;  210,000  sal  ammoniao  pastilles ; 
400,000  aspirin  tablets;  and  390,000  metres  of  adhesive 
plaster. 

Galician  Pharmacists. — A  Committee,  which  applied  soma 
weeks  ago  for  Government  aid  for  refugee  colleagues  from 
Galicia  and  Bukovina,  was  referred  to  the  National  Relief 
Fund.  Help  from  this  fund  was  not  forthcoming,  and  the 
"  Pharmazeutische  Post "  thereupon  organised  a  fund  for 
the  relief  of  the  most  destitute.  A  Committee  of  refugee 
pharmacists,  together  with  the  Boards  of  the  Vienna  Phar- 
maceutical Societies,  again  applied  for  immediate  help  to 
Excellenz  Bilinski,  who  stated  that  the  relief  fund  was 
totally  exhausted,  and  that  efforts  had  already  been  made 
to  get  a  gratuitous  loan  from  other  sources.  Within  a 
few  weeks,  therefore,  the  owners  of  pharmacies  would  most 
probably  receive  help. 

German  Sick  Funds,  according  to  the  "  Apotheker 
Zeitung,"  have  not  been  so  unfavourably  influenced  by  the 
war  as  was  anticipated.  The  obligations  of  the  Sickness 
Insurance  Societies  have  been  limited  by  legislation 
(C  <fe  D.,  September  19,  p.  37),  and  the  contributions  of 
members  were  fixed  at  4j  per  cent,  of  their  incomes.  Those 
societies  whose  financial  condition  permits  are  authorised 
to  give  greater  benefits  than  they  are  strictly  obliged  to 
give  (by  granting  maternity  benefit,  etc.,  which  is  under- 
taken by  the  Government,  where  the  state  of  the  sick  funds 
does  not  permit  of  grants  being  made).  Statistics  compiled  by 
the  Home  Department  show  that  more  than  half  of  the 
Sick  Insurance  Societies  are  making  normal  payments. 

German  Sulphuric  Acid. — Dr.  K.  Reusch,  in  an  article 
on  "  The  Influence  of  the  War  on  the  German  Sulphuric- 
acid  Industry"  in  the  "  Chemiker  Zeitung"  of  Decem- 
ber 5,  states  that  80  per  cent,  of  the  raw  material  which 
is  normally  used  in  this  industry  (pyrites,  zinc  sulphide, 
etc.)  is  procured  from  abroad,  and  cannot  be  obtained  during 
the  war.  The  import  of  sulphur  from  Italy  would  be  much 
too  expensive  at  present,  and  the  considerable  stocks  of 
Louisiana  sulphur  in  Hamburg  are  required  in  the  manu- 
facture of  rubber,  ultramarine,  cellulose,  etc.  Since  the 
beginning  of  the  war  all  stocks  of  saltpetre  and  nitric  acid 
have  been  requisitioned  by  the  War  Department,  so  that 
it  has  been  necessary  to  endeavour  to  obtain  supplies  of 
these  from  Switzerland,  and  to  commandeer  stocks  in  Ant- 
werp. Several  factories  are  employed  in  the  production  of 
nitric  acid  from  ammonia.  On  account  of  these  factors,  the 
sulphuric-acid  manufacturers  have  had  to  limit  their  pro- 
duction in  order  to  conserve  the  stocks  of  pyrites  and  other 
raw  materials,  and  the  same  applies  to  manufacturers  of 
dyestuffs  who  make  the  sulphuric  acid  they  require  by  the 
contact  process.

In  announcing  the  current  Winter  Tournament,  we  inti- 
mated that  the  usual  analyses  of  mixtures  of  salts  might  be 
diversified  occasionally  by  some  other  form  of  exercise 
bearing  upon  chemical  analysis.  We  now  submit  such  an 
exercise,  and  invite  all  pharmaceutical  students  to  carry  out 
the  experiments  described  below,  and  to  send  us  in  reports 
regarding  them.  The  experiments  can  be  carried  out  with 
easily  accessible  materials  and  with  apparatus  of  the 
simplest  kind.  A  balance  of  moderate  delicacy,  if  shielded 
from  draughts  and  carefully  handled,  may  be  employed  for 
the  requisite  weighings. 

Exercise  in  Practical  Chemistry. 

First  prepare  the  following  solutions  accurately,  place 
each  in  a  suitable  bottle,  and  label  each  bottle  with  the 
name  of  the  dissolved  substance  and  the  appropriate  dis- 
tinguishing letter  : 

A.  5  grams  potassium  sulphate  in  100  c.c.  distilled  water. 

B.  1  gram  Rochelle  salt  in  100  c.c.  distilled  water. 

C.  10  grams  crystallised  calcium  chloride  in  100  c.c.  dis- 

tilled water  (or  5  grams  dry  calcium  chloride  in 
105  c.c).  This  solution  to  be  filtered  if  not  perfectly 
clear. 

D.  2  grams  calcium  sulphate  in  fine  powder  shaken  up 

with  200  c.c.  distilled  water  at  frequent  intervals 
for  two  days,  and  the  solution  filtered  so  as  to  obtain 
a  perfectly  clear  filtrate. 

Experiment  I. 

Label  four  test-tubes  with  the  numbers  1,  2,  3,  and  4. 
Add  5  c.c.  of  A  to  Nos.  1  and  2. 
Add  5  c.c.  of  B  to  Nos.  3  and  4. 
Add  5  c.c.  of  G  to  Nos.  1  and  3. 
Add  5  c.c.  of  D  to  Nos.  2  and  4. 
Shake  the  contents  of  each  tube  vigorously  after  the 
addition  of  the  second  solution  to  each. 

Report  what  is  observed  in  each  tube  after  the  lapse 
of  one  minute,  five  minutes,  thirty  minutes,  and  twenty-four 
hours.  In  any  case,  where  the  tube  at  the  end  of  twenty- 
four  hours  contains  a  precipitate,  separate  this  by  filtra- 
tion, dry  and  gently  ignite  it,  and  observe  the  action  of  a 
drop  of  hydrochloric  acid  on  the  residue.  Report  the 
results. 

Experiment  II. 

Accurately  weigh  a  porcelain  basin  of  about  50  c.c. 
capacity.  Place  in  it  about  20  c.c.  of  D,  and  accurately 
weigh  the  basin  and  liquid.  Evaporate  to  dryness  on  a 
water-bath  and  gently  ignite  the  residue.  Then  accurately 
weigh  the  basin  and  residue. 

Calculate  the  weight  of  solid  substance  dissolved  by 
1O0  parts  by  weight  of  water,  giving  all  details  of  weighings 
and  calculation. 

Mention  any  bearings  on  qualitative  analysis  of  the 
phenomena  observed  in  Experiment  I.  and  of  the  result  of 
Experiment  II.

Report  on  December  Analytical  Exercise. 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  November  24  con- 
tained eight  parts  by  weight  of  ammonium  aluminium  sul- 
phate (ammonium  alum),  one  part  of  zinc  sulphide,  and 
one  part  of  magnesium  hydroxycarbonate.  The  calculated 
composition  of  such  a  mixture  is —

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurities,  very  slight 
traces  of  iron,  calcium,  potassium,   and  a  chloride. 


Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  forty-two 
students,  and  nineteen  reports  of  analyses  were  submitted 
for  examination.  All  the  writers  were  successful  in  detect- 
ing aluminium  and  the  sulphuric-acid  radical.  The  failures 
in  the  detection  of  the  other  constituents  were — (a)  Metallic 
radicals :  zinc.  2 ;  magnesium,  4 ;  ammonium,  3.  (&)  Acid 
radicals :  carbonic,  14  ;  hydrosulphuric,  3.  Four  correspon- 
dents failed  to  observe  the  liberation  of  water  in  large 
proportion  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  test-tube. 

On  carefully  carrying  out  the  last-mentioned  experiment 
the  greater  part  of  the  powder  at  first  became  liquid,  water- 
vapour  was  given  off  abundantly  and  condensed  in  the  cool 
upper  part  of  the  tube,  while  ammonia  was  freely  evolved 
along  with  hydrogen  sulphide  in  small  quantity.  Later, 
the  odour  of  sulphur  dioxide  indicated  the  liberation  of 
this  gas,  a  slight  sublimate  was  produced,  and  a  nearly 
white  solid  residue  remained  at  the  bottom  of  the  tube. 
The  evidence  furnished  by  this  simple  test  suggested — but, 
of  course,  it  did  not  conclusively  prove — the  presence  of 
water  of  crystallisation,  of  an  ammonium  compound,  of  a 
sulphide,  and  of  a  sulphite  or  a  sulphate.  Carbon  dioxide 
was  also  liberated  during  this  experiment,  but  it  was  much 
less  easy  to  prove  its  presence  along  with  the  other  volatile 
products  of  the  heating  than  it  was  to  recognise  it  side 
by  side  with  hydrogen  sulphide  in  the  gaseous  mixture 
given  off  when  the  powder  was  gently  heated  with  dilute 
hydrochloric  or  sulphuric  acid.  In  regard  to  the  detection 
of  carbon  dioxide  as  a  constituent  of  the  latter  mixture, 
it  is  not  a  little  remarkable  that  almost  75  per  cent,  of 
our  correspondents  failed  in  this  matter — mostly,  it  must 
be  stated,  through  neglecting  to  test  for  it.  Having  recog- 
nised by  its  odour  the  evolution  of  hydrogen  sulphide,  and 
having  concluded  that  a  sulphide  was  present,  the  majority 
simply  ignored  the  possibility  of  carbon  dioxide  being 
evolved  also.  We  enlarge  at  frequent  intervals  on  the 
undesirability  of  permitting  the  obtrusion  of  the  more 
obvious  phenomena  to  divert  attention  from  the  possibility 
of  these  concealing,  more  or  less  completely,  the  simul- 
taneous occurrence  of  less  obtrusive  but  equally  important 
phenomena.  In  this  case  the  actual  weights  of  carbon 
dioxide  and  of  hydrogen  sulphide  liberated  on  heating  the 
powder  with  excess  of  hydrochloric  acid  were  almost  identi- 
cal, whereas  the  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  former 
gas,  as  compared  with  the  latter,  were  nearly  as  five  to  one. 

A  point  which  involved  a  certain  amount  of  considera- 
tion arose  in  connection  with  the  facts  that  the  powder 
was  white  and  that  it  dissolved  readily  in  hot  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid,  with  evolution  of  hydrogen  sulphide.  These 
facts  indicated  clearly  enough  that  hydrochloric  acid  and 
hydrogen  sulphide,  as  group  reagents,  need  not  be  added 
to  the  original  acid  solution.  Two  students  definitely 
recognised  this,  stated  it,  and  proceeded  at  once  to  test 
for  phosphates,  metallic  radicals  of  the  iron  and  zinc  groups, 
etc.;  but  the  remainder,  almost  without  exception,  went 
through  the  formality  of  adding  hydrochloric  acid  (to  a 
solution  which  already  contained  it),  followed  this  by 
adding  hydrogen  sulphide  to  the  same  solution  (from  which 
the  hydrogen  sulphide  originally  liberated  had  not  been 
boiled  out),  and  gravely  recorded  that  these  reagents  did 
not  produce  any  precipitates.  Qualitative  chemical  analysis 
provides  many  opportunities  for  exercising  powers  of  close 
observation  and  of  clear  reasoning,  and  this  was  a  good 
instance  for  bringing  the  latter  powers  into  play  instead 
of  slavishly  following  the  instructions  of  the  text-book, 
whether  applicable  or  not. 

There  is  an  impression  among  many  students  that  the 
production  of  a  white  precipitate  on  the  _  addition  of 
ammonium  chloride  and  _  excess  of  ammonia  as  group 
reagents  may  be  assumed,  in  the  absence  of  the  phosphoric- 
acid  radical,  to  consist  of  aluminium  hydroxide.  This 
assumption  is  not  a  safe  one.  however,  because  these 
reagents  may  also  produce  white  precipitates  due  to 
oxalates,  borates,  fluorides,  etc.,  or  to  calcium  or  strontium 
sulphate.  A  white  precipitate  formed  at  this  stage  must 
always  be  carefully  examined,  so  that  its  exact  nature  may 
be  ascertained.

To  Correspondents. 
H.  D.  Robson. — The  precipitate,  insoluble  in  excess,  which 
you  obtained  with  potassium  hydroxide  in  examining  the 
hydrochloric-acid  solution  of  the  iron-group  precipitate, 
was  probably  due  chiefly  to  zinc  sulphide  precipitated  owing 
to  hydrogen  sulphide  not  having  been  completely  expelled 
from  the  original  solution  prior  to  the  addition  of  ammonium 
chloride  and  ammonia  as  group  reagents.  The  substance 
mixed  with  the  zinc-group  precipitate,  which  similarly  led 
to  the  formation  of  a  precipitate,  insoluble  in  e-xcess  with 
potassium  hydroxide,  may  have  been  magnesium  hydroxide, 
precipitated  owing  to  ammonium  chloride  not  having  been 
added  in  sufficient  quantity.  Magnesium  hydroxide  may, 
for  the  same  reason  have  accompanied  zinc  sulphide  in 
the  precipitate  which  consisted  mainly  of  aluminium 
hydroxide. 

C.  A.  Johnson. — The  magnesium  and  the  carbonic-acid 
radical  could  not  very  accurately  be  described  as  present 
only  in  traces. 

Legume. — Read  the  reply  to  H.  D.  Robson,  which,  we 
think,  explains  the  observations  you  made. 

J.  B. — It  was  probably  by  inadvertence  that  you  described 
the  precipitate  of  zinc  sulphide  as  dissolved  by  boiling 
with  sodium  hydroxide  and  re-precipitated  by  adding 
hydrochloric  acid,  but  we  have  had  to  regard  it  as  a  some- 
what serious  error.  Probably  you  transposed  the  formula? 
for  sodium  hydroxide  and  hydrochloric  acid. 

H.  I.  W. — There  is  a  serious  discrepancy  in  the  report 
of  your  testing  the  sodium-carbonate  extract  for  acid 
radicals.  You  report  one  portion  of  this  extract,  acidified 
with  nitric  acid,  as  yielding  a  slight  white  precipitate  with 
silver  nitrate,  and  another  portion,  heated  with  hydro- 
chloric acid,  as  yielding  hydrogen  sulphide,  which  turned 
lead-acetate  paper  black.  But  in  recording  the  latter 
alleged  reaction— which,  by  the  way.  did  not  and  could  not 
take  place — you  overlooked,  or  were  probably  unaware  of, 
the  important  fact  that  the  insoluble  sulphide  present  in 
the  original  powder  was  not  sensibly  decomposed  by  boiling 
with  water  and  sodium  carbonate;'  besides  which,"  had  the 
sodium-carbonate  extract  contained  any  sulphide  in  solu- 
tion, the  portion  acidified  with  nitric  acid  would  have 
yielded  a  black  precipitate  of  silver  sulphide  on  the  addition 
of  silver  nitrate.  It  is  not  correct  to  write  SN,  AL,  CA, 
etc.,  instead  of  Sn,  Al,  Ca,  etc 

Onyx. — It'  was  not  sufficient  to  assume  that  the  iron-group 
precipitate  consisted  of  aluminium  hydroxide  because  it 
was  white  and  because  the  phosphoric-acid  radical  was 
absent.  See  the  general  remarks  as  to  other  possible  con- 
stituents. 

Undaunted.— You  represent  the  addition  of  chlorine-water 
and  carbon  bisulphide  to  a  portion  of  the  sodium-carbonate 
extract  as  yielding  a  yellow  coloration,  which,  you  say, 
confirms  chloride.  If  you  try  the  experiments  of  adding 
chlorine-water  in  moderate  quantity  to  solutions  of  sodium 
carbonate  containing  chloride  and  free  from  chloride,  you 
will  find  that  yellow  colorations  are  not  produced  in  either, 
while  the  simple  shaking-up  of  chlorine-water  with  carbon 
bisulphide  imparts  a.  slight  vellowish-green  colour  to  the 
latter. 

H.  T.  Hall. — There  is  some  risk  in  tasting  unknown  sub- 
stances, and  little  information  is  usually  obtained.  You 
are  under  a  misapprehension  if  you  suppose  that  only 
salts  mentioned  in  the  B.P.  may  be  included  in  our  mix- 
tures for  analysis. 

Emanuel. — The  odour  which  led  vou  to  conclude  that  an 
acetate  was  present  was  probably  that  of  sulphur  dioxide. 
You  do  not  report  any  testing  for  ammonium  salts. 

Ralph. — Tho  sodium-carbonate  extract  did  not  contain  a 
sulphide. 

Citizen.— In  order  to  avoid  the  precipitation  of  mag- 
nesium as  hvdroxide  in  the  iron  group,  ammonium  chloride 
should  be  added  before  ammonia  solution,  since  prevention 
of  its  precipitation  is  far  more  effective  than  subsequent 
efforts  to  re-dissolve  it'. 

Aa- — The  precipitate  vou  supposed  to  be  calcium  tartrate 
was  merely  calcium  sulphate. 


Brevities. 

The  pass-list  of  the  November  examination  of  the 
British  Optical  Association  has  been  published  this  week. 

The  whist-drive  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  which  was  to  have  taken  place  on  January  13, 
has  been  postponed.  The  meeting  on  that  date  will  be 
devoted  to  "  Trade  Topics." 

Three  persons  have  lost  their  lives  as  a  result  of  taking 
poisons  during  the  past  week.  The  poison  in  one  case 
was  taken  by  misadventure.  The  substances  implicated 
were  carbolic  acid,  iodine,  and  a  horticultural  fumigating 
liquid. 

At  Hanley  (Staffs)  on  December  17,  a  lad  was  sent  to 
a  reformatory  school  for  five  years,  and  another  was  put 
on  probation  as  a  first  offender,  for  stealing  30s.  in  notes 
from  the  shop  of  Mr.  G.  W.  Brown,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Hanley. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Wellcome  has  been  granted  a  licence  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  to  use  the  patents  of  alien  enemies 
13,485/10,  5,595/11,  and  7,865/12.  These  are  patents 
connected  with  the  manufacture  of  salvarsan  and 
neosalvarsan. 

A  "  Script  "  concert  is  to  be  held  at  St.  Padarn's, 
Salterton  Road,  Seven  Sisters  Road,  Holloway,  London, 
N.,  on  December  31,  in  aid  of  the  Belgian  Doctors'  and 
Pharmacists'  Relief  Fund.  Tickets  (Is.  each)  from  Mr. 
Herbert  Skinner,  The  Dispensary,  G.N.C.  Hospital, 
Holloway,  N. 

From  the  full  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  regarding  the  inquiry  into  the  advisa- 
bility of  modifying  the  requirements  for  dental  registra- 
tion, which  is  printed  in  the  "British  Dental  Journal," 
it  appears  that  the  members  regarded  the  matter  as  very 
grave  and  urgent.  There  was  a  suggestion  that  the  British 
Dental  Association  should  be  consulted,  but  the  President 
pointed  out  that  the  Association  is  not  a  licensing 
authority. 

British  Dye-industry. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Committee  on  Aniline  Dyes  has 
issued  a  circular  to  those  interested  in  the  dye  and  allied 
trades  regarding  the  scheme  for  increasing  the  manu- 
facture of  aniline  dyes  in  this  country.  Those  receiving 
the  circular  are  asked  to  inform  the  Committee  of  the 
extent  of  their  financial  support  of  the  scheme  and 
whether  they  will  be  prepared  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
dyes  extending  over  a  period  of  years'.  The  Government 
is  prepared  to  assist  the  scheme  on  the  following  lines  : 

(a)  A  limited  company  to  be  formed  under  the  Com- 
panies Acts  with  a  share  capital  of  3,000,000?.,  divided  into 
3,000,000  shares  of  1?.  each.  This  capital  to  be  subscribed 
by  those  interested,  and  be  paid  up  as  to  2s.  6d.  a  share 
oil  allotment,  5s.  on  June  30,  1915.  The  remaining  124*.  bd. 
is  not  likely  to  be  needed  for  some  time  to  come,  and  when 
required  will  only  be  payable  in  calls  not  exceeding  2s.  bd. 
a  share  at  intervals  of  net  less  than  six  months  between 
the  calls. 

(I>)  The  Government  to  advance  to  the  company  1,500,000/.. 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
secured  as  a  first  charge  on  the  assets  and  undertaking  of 
the  company,  and  be  repayable  in  twenty-five  years. 

(c)  The  interest  on  the  advance  and  a  sinking  fund  for 
its  repayment  are  to  be  payable  only  out  of  the  net  profits 
of  the  company,  but  are  to  be  cumulative. 

(il)  The  Government  advance  to  be  made  as  to  750,000/. 
on  the  Government  being  satisfied  that  the  3,000.000/.  capital 
of  the  company  has  been  fully  subscribed,  and  the  remain- 
ing 750,000/.  so  soon  as  the  call  of  5s.  a  share  has  been 
made. 

(r)  The  Government  shall  have  the  right  of  appointing 
two  directors  of  the  company  with  power  to  veto  any  undue 
encroachment  on  the  businesses  of  British  manufacturers  of 
products  other  than  dyes  and  colours,  or  the  giving  of  any 
undue  preference  as  regards  supply,  prices,  or  otherwise  to 
consumers  of  the  company's  products.  (Sir  Gilbert  Claughton. 
Chairman  of  the  London  and  North-Western  Railway  Co., 
and  Sir  Frank  Forbes  Adam,  CLE.,  have  been  so 
appointed.) 

(/)  The  company  shall  remain  British. 
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To  meet  the  difficulties  of  the  present  situation  it  is 
proposed  to  take  over  certain  existing  colour-works  and 
use  the  plants  to  their  full  capacity  for  the  manufacture 
of  such  dyes  as  are  essential.  Negotiations  with  Read 
Holliday  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  have  resulted  in  arrangements 
being  made  for  the  extension  of  their  plant  so  as  to 
secure  a  material  increase  in  their  output,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed that  the  new  company  shall  take  over  the  business 
and  undertaking  of  Eead  Holliday  &  Sons  under  an  option 
which  has  been  obtained.  It  is  intended  to  negotiate 
for  the  acquisition  of  other  businesses  which  it  may  be 
desirable  to  take  over  and  extend  in  the  same  way  as 
that  of  Read  Holliday  &  Sons,  and  also  to  take  steps  to 
acquire  a  suitable  site  and  erect  and  equip  works  thereon. 
This  effort  to  create  a  great  national  industry  does  not 
preclude  arrangements  being  made  on  co-operative  lines 
with  existing  concerns  in  Switzerland. 

Sugir-beet  Culture. 

The  London  and  South- Western  Railway  Company  has 
had  extensive  surveys  made  in  the  counties'  of  Surrey, 
Hampshire,  Wiltshire,  Dorset,  Somerset,  Devon,  and 
Cornwall  with  a  view  to  supplying  information  as  to  suit- 
able land  for  the  cultivation  of  sugar-beet.  Meetings  of 
landowners  and  farmers  have  been  held  at  Salisbury  and 
other  places,  and  it  is  announced  that  the  capital  for  the 
factory  (some  130,000?.)  will  be  forthcoming  when  arrange- 
ments are  completed  for  cultivating  beet.  The  railway 
company  will  provide  every  accommodation  in  the  way  of 
sidings  and  carriage  facilities. 

Sheffield. 

Local  chemists  have  suffered  some  inconvenience  this 
Christmas  season  owing  to  scarcity  of  errand-boys.  In 
some  cases  girls  have  been  employed. 

Sheffield  Guardians  have  increased  the  salary  of  Mr. 
S.  G.  Carey,  chemist  and  druggist,  assistant  dispenser, 
by  20?.  per  annum,  and  that  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Bailey,  F.C.S., 
second  assistant  dispenser,  by  10?.  per  annum,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board.

The  Kelp  Industry. 

Professor  Hendrick,  of  Aberdeen  University,  is  engaged 
in  making  inquiries  as  to  the  advisability  of  resuscitating 
the  kelp-industry  in  Scotland,  with  a  view  to  filling  the 
gap  caused  by  the  stoppage  of  supplies  of  potash  from 
Germany.  It  is  stated  that  the  industry  is  worth  reviving 
for  the  supply  of  iodine  alone.  At  one  time  kelp  was 
worth  20?.  to  22?.  per  ton,  and  the  Western  Islands  of 
Scotland  alone  produced  20,000  tons  (C.  &  D.,  Septem- 
ber 12,  p.  41).

Mr.  J.  A.  Forret  delivered  a  lecture  on  commercial 
matters  to  the  Edinburgh  and  Leith  Merchants'  Defence 
Association  on  Wednesday,  December  16.

He  had  obtained  a  report 
from  Principal  Lawrie,  who  stated  that  no  other  city  is 
better  suited  climatically  for  industries  than  Edinburgh.

iFron)  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Academy  of  Medicine. — The  annual  gathering 
held  on  December  15  was  a  social  as  well  as 
a  scientific  function.  Among  those  present  were 
the  Prince  of  Monaco,  ex-President  Loubet,  numerous 
members  of  the  French  Academy,  and  many 
ladies.  The  fair  sex,  while  evincing  by  their  presence 
their  interest  in  the  revived  life  of  the  French  capital, 
had  preserved  that  note  of  severity  and  discretion  in 
their  toilettes  which  is  meet  and  fit  while  the  enemy's 
guns  still  thunder  on  French  soil  within  a  two-hours' 
railway  ride  of  Paris.  Vice-President  Magnan  read  the 
annual  list  of  prize-winners,  and  the  Secretary  presented 
his  report  on  their  work.  Professor  Debove  read  his 
"  Elogy  of  Pasteur,"  remarkable  alike  for  its  luminous 
expose,  of  the  great  savant's  life-work,  its  elevated 
literary  tone,  and  its  note  of  fervent  patriotism. 

Wholesale  Druggists'  Association. — Some  time 
ago  M.  Boulanger,  in  a  report  to  this  Association, 
recommended  that  body  to  petition  the  French 
Excise  to  allow  manufacturers  of  pharmaceuticals  and 
perfumery  3  per  cent,  for  alcohol  wasted  in  making 
medicaments,  as  is  done  in  the  case  of  liqueur-distillers, 
and,  indeed,  is  already  granted  in  certain  localities  :  it 
merely  requires  to  be  officially  generalised.  The  petition 
is  to  be  presented  as  soon  as  opportunity  offers. 
The  list  of  products  the  exportation  of  which  from 
France  was  forbidden  by  decree  dated  October  14  (see 
C.  ,b  D.2  November  7,  p.  35),  was  felt  by  the  Association 
to  handicap  considerably  some  French  firms  doing  large 
export  business,  but  the  formation  of  the  Office 
Chimique  et  Pharmaceutique,  and  especially  the  nomina- 
tion of  Professor  Behal  as  its  director,  was  felt  to  be  a 
guarantee  that  the  zeal  of  the  Government  will  be 
tempered  by  tactful  discretion  and  consideration  for 
France's  trade. 

Hazell's  Annual,  1915.— The  value  of  this  excellent  book 
of  reference  depends  chiefly  upon  the  official  and  statistical 
information  which  it  contains.  The  British  Empire  is 
placed  first',  182  pages  of  the  592  being  devoted  to  it,  begin- 
ning with  the  King  and  ending  with  the  defence  forces  of 
the  Dominions.  Foreign  armies  and  navies  and  statistics 
of  foreign  countries  have  a  section  by  themselves,  then  come 
Production,  Commerce  and  Communication,  Political  and 
Social  _  Movements,  the  March  of  Science  and  other 
specialised  departments  of  knowledge  and  arts,  the  history 
of  1914  being  a  feature  in  each.  A  special  monograph  is 
devoted  to  the  history  of  the  "  Great  War  to  Date,"  inelud- 
ing  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer's  Supplementary 
Budget  of  November  16  and  a  good  digest  of  the  fighting 
up  to  the  end  of  October.  The  Annual  is  edited  by  Dr. 
T.  A.  Ingram,  and  published  by  Hazel],  Watson  &  Viney, 
Ltd..  at  3s.  6<7.  net.

III.  The  American  Ambulance. 


HE  Lycee  Pasteur  at  Neuilly  is 
in  the  Boulevard  d'lnker- 
mann,  some  twenty  minutes' 
walk  from  the  gates  of  Paris. 
A  fine,  almost  a  palatial,  edifice 
in  the  Louis  NHL  style  of 
architecture,  it  was  built  and 
roofed,  but  not  finished  so  far 
as  the  interior  was  concerned, 
when  war  broke  out.  The 
American  Ambulance  took 
over  the  building  rather  more 
than  two  months  ago,  and  has 
arranged  the  interior  in  a 
manner  not  out  of  keeping 
with  the  imposing  exterior, 
and  not  unworthy  of  the  great  scientific  leader  after  whom 
the  Lycee  has  been  named.  To  begin  with,  it  is  an  ideal 
building  for  a  hospital — high-pitched,  well  lighted,  and 
airy  (yet  steam-heated  throughout),  with  long,  straight 
corridors,  wide  staircases,  and  a  pleasant  roof-garden. 

Smart  motors  in  the  forecourt,  a  gaping  crowd  on  the 
opposite  pavement,  and  a  policeman  keeping  the  nearer  side- 
walk clear  of  the  public,  made  me  inquire,  "What's  up? 
President  Poineare  come  to  visit?  "  Nothing  was  "  up," 
I  was  informed.  People  were  simply  attracted  by  the  smart 
place,  and  have  to  be  kept  from  crowding  round  the  front 
railings.    That  is  all. 

So  I  stepped  forward  reassured,  entered  the  offices,  pass- 
ing numerous  doctors  and  infinniers  in  immaculate  and 
stylish  suits  of  white  and  jaunty  half -military  caps,  and 
nurses  whose  varied  yet  ever  simple  and  elegant  costumes 
might  surely  give  a  hint  to  Worth  for  war-year  fashions, 
and  inquired  for  the  pharmacy. 

"  Scout  !  "  A  diminutive  khaki-clad  figure  glided  to  my 
side  almost  before  the  call  had  finished.  "  Show  the 
gentleman  to  the  pharmacy." 

A  few  steps,  a  passage,  a  glazed  door  suitably  inscribed, 
and  I  found  myself  in  a  fair-sized  room,  roughly  but  ade- 
quately fitted  up,  with  well-stocked  shelves.  My  scout 
vanished  in  search  of  the  pharmacist,  and  while  awaiting 
his  arrival  I  chatted  to  one  of  those  brisk,  smiling,  and 
pleasant  ladies,  of  whom  the  American  Ambulance  makes  a 
speciality,  as  she  deftly  performed  the  routine  duties  of  a 
dispensary  assistant 

Yes,  there  were  400  to  450  beds,  mostly  full.  Now  they 
were  going  to  fit  up  the  top  floors  and  considerably  increase 
the  accommodation.  They  specialised  in  bad  cases — 
gangrene,  amputations,  etc.  There  was  a  very  numerous 
and  efficient  staff  of  first-class  surgeons — English,  American, 
and  French — I.  had  perhaps  noticed  their  names  in  the 
entrance  office — to  whom  difficulties  were  things  to  be  over- 
come, not  to  be  avoided.  A  man  who  had  merely  a  bullet 
in  his  cheek,  for  instance,  would  have  it  neatly  and  promptly

extracted  on  the  spot,  and  then  be  sent  on  elsewhere.  Yes, 
tho  ladies  whose  elegance  and  good  looks  had  so  impressed 
me  are  mostly  American  :  those  who  are  hired  to  do  rougher 
work  are  French.  There  were  some  fifty  British  soldiers 
in  the  hospital,  and  plenty  of  brown  and  black  men,  besides 
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French  troops  strictly  so  called.  Any  Germans?  Well, 
there  were  three  or  four.  But  some  of  the  Turcos  got 
wind  of  the  fact  and  started  on  the  war-path,  these  ebony 
children  of  Nature  being  unable  to  grasp  the  higher  ethics 
of  Red  Cross  work  ;  so  to  prevent  actual  hostilities  within 
the  hospital  walls  the  Teutons  were  drafted  elsewhere  to 
be  looked  after. 

The  pharmacist  arrived,  and  proved  to  be  Mr.  A.  Howard 
Stewart,  from  Roberts  &  Co.'s  well-known  Anglo-Parisian 
pharmacy.  Yes,  he  had  plenty  to  do,  but  was  not  too  busy 
to  show  a  G.  <£  D.  man  round.  This  room  was  his  own 
special  little  realm,  and  as  complete  as  everything  else 
at  the  A.  A. 

"  Novocaine,"  said  a  gracefully  white-hooded  sister, 
popping  her  head  in  through  the  doorway.  ''  Certainly." 
"  For  Dr.  X."  "  All  right.  I  know."  She  retired,  and 
Mr.  Stewart  stepped  over  to  the  bottles.  "  German  stuff, 
you  know.  Hard  to  get  now.  I  just  laid  in  201.  worth,  as 
it  happened,  so  we  shall  hardly  be  short." 

"  Have  you  been  short  of  anything?  " 

"  Well,  there  was  a  run  on  formol.  But  we've  plenty," 
and  he  pointed  to  an  array  of  wickered  carboys.  "  They 
were  -paying  3 . 50f .  a  litre  for-  it,  but  I  got  the  rest  for 
2f.    Not  so  bad?" 

"  No.    And  you  bought  all  these  supplies?  " 

"  Not  all.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  made  us  a  handsome 
present ;  so  did  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  and  a  lot  of 
French  firms  came  forward  too.  We  have  quite  a  nice 
stock.  We  make  everything  ourselves.  We  even  make  our 
tooth-paste  and  put  it  up  in  tubes.  Here  are  carboys  of 
alcohol  and  peroxide  of  hydrogen.  We  have  even  our  own 
labels."

Ambulance  Araericaine. 


Mr.  Stewart  then  took  me  round  the  building.  The  roof- 
garden  was  especially  picturesque  with  its  motley  group  of 
convalescents.  Here  among  the  usual  red-trousered  men 
were  swarthy  Moroccans  and  Algerians  and  a  few  British 
soldiers — West  Keats,  Borderers,  and  Devons.  A  bright-eyed 
Inniskilling  Fusilier  in  a  self-wheeling  chair  hailed  my 
pharmacist-guide  as  "  Orderly  !  "  "  Sure  and  he'd  bo  good 
enough  just  to  lift  the  oonthrivance  up  the  step  into  the 
passage."  Smiling  at  the  Irishman's  little  error,  Mr. 
Stewart  rendered  him  the  necessary  service,  and  we  talked 
to  him  of  Ballymacaratt  and  other  pleasant  places  in  the 
Old  Country.  His  was  a  leg  wound,  dating  from  the  terrible 
four  days  of  the  German  advance  on  Paris.  As  smart, 
healthy,  and  pleasant  a  lad  of  nineteen  as  one  would  wish 
to  see  was  sitting  near  by.  "  Where  are  you  hurt?  "  I 
asked.  He  pulled  aside  the  khaki_  overcoat  which  covered 
his  knees  and  hid  his  amputated  limb. 

In  spite  of  these  soldiers'  invariably  calm  and  cheerful 
demeanour,  it  was  a  painful  sight,  heightened  by  the  fact 
that  they  were  all  fine,  picked  men.  "  You  have  seen 
nothing,"  said  my  guide.  "  These  men  are  tended  and 
cared  for  ;  you  should  see  them  when  they  come  in  !  This 
is  the  gangrene  ward."  he  remarked  as  we  passed  a  door. 
"  Now  we  will  go  downstairs.  This  is  the  dental  room. 
Dr.  Davenport  takes  jaw  cases  as  well.  One  of  those  men 
you  saw  on  the  terrace  has  jaw  splinters  coming  out  daily. 
Here  is  our  linen-room,  our  store-room,  our  special-diet 
room  "  ;  and  everywhere  some  fresh,  alert,  and  smiling  lady, 
some  bearing  names  well  known  in  Paris- American  society, 
greeted  us  and  showed  "her"  place  with  justifiable  pride. 
"  This  lady  and  her  assistants  do  nothing  but  prepare 
bandages,"' and  they  were  busy  enough  evidently.  "Yes, 
I  think  we  are  the*  biggest  '  auxiliary  '  hospital  in  Paris. 
These  are  our  refectories  for  the  staff,''  and  one  lady  has 
even  started  a  tea-room.  Continuing,  we  saw  the 
bacteriological  laboratory  and  garage,  the  latter  full  of 
motor-cars  and  of  superior-looking  chauffeurs.  I  suspected 
some  must  be  owners  of  cars,  and  was  told  that  was  the  case. 
Each  car  carries  two  stretchers,  and  collects  wounded  from 
the  battlefields  or  railway  stations,  as  the  case  may  be. 
And  lastly  I  saw  the  coal-cellar.  "  You  heard  of  that 
ship  captured  carrying  contraband  of  war  in  her  hold  hid 
by  a  layer  of  coal?  All  was  seized,  and  we  got  the  coal,  as 
you  see." 

Having  thus  explored  from  roof  to  cellar.  I  b'd  my 
guide  good-bye,  and  retraced  my  steps  Parisward  with 
feelings  of  admiration  for  the  splendid  organisation  for 
relieving  the  sufferers  from  war's  horrors.

INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Imposts  and  Exports. — A  system  of  certificates  of  origin 
and  declarations  of  destinations  has  been  introduced  by 
the  Indian  Government  in  respect  of  goods  imported  into 
India  from,  or  exported  from  India  to,  certain  neutral 
countries. 

Indian  Opium  for  the  Straus. — It  is  announced  from 
Simla  that  it  has  been  arranged  that  from  January  1, 
1915,  all  Indian  opium  required  for  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments shall  be  sold  direct  to  the  Straits  Government. 
This  will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  amount  available 
for  public  auction  in  India  next  year  by  3,000  chests. 

Chemistry  in  India. — "  The  Statesman "  publishes 
an  article  under  this  title  which  deals  with  the  work 
of  the  Presidency  College,  one  of  the  institutions  con- 
stituting the  Calcutta  University.  With  this  College 
are  connected  Dr.  J.  C.  Bose,  the  well-known  physicist, 
and  Dr.  P.  C.  Ray,  CLE.,  with  whose  discoveries  and 
researches  the  article  chiefly  deals. 

Planting  in  Ceylon. — According  to  the  latest  returns 
the  area  under  cardamoms  is  7,100  acres,  an  increase  of 
100  acres.  Camphor  acreage  stands  at  340  acres,  or 
27  less  than  the  return  in  September  1913,  showing  that 
plantings  have  been  abandoned  or  replanted  with  more 
favoured  products.  The  cinchona  returns  have  dis- 
appeared, but  still  there  was  an  export  of  32,821  lb.  last 
year.  The  acreage  under  cinnamon  is  1,657,  against 
1,975  in  1913,  and  citronella  grass  4,500  acres,  against 
5,293  in  1513. 


Bengal  Cbemlcal  Works. 

On  November  23  his  Excellency  Lord  Carmichael.  the 
Governor  of  Bengal,  paid  a  visit  to  the  works  of  the 
Bengal  Chemical  and  Pharmaceutical  Works,  Ltd  Calcutta. 
He  was  received  at  the  gate  by  the  directors,  at  the  head  ot 
whom  was  Dr.  P.  C.  Ray,  CLE.,  and  the  manager,  Mr. 
Rajshekhar  Bose.  The  party  were  shown  over  the  various 
manufacturing  departments  under  the  guidance  of  the  fac- 
tory superintendent,  Mr.  S.  C.  Das  Gupta.  After  spending 
a  few  minutes  in  the  printing  department,  the  party  pro- 
ceeded to  the  workshop,  where  his  Excellency  was  much 
pleased  at  the  neatness  and  dexterity  displayed  by  the 
operatives  in  the  manufacture  of  scientific  instruments.  A

collection  of  finished  products  was  exhibited,  and  the 
Governor  evinced  much  interest  in  some  precision  balances, 
hot-air  motor  fans,  chemical  fire-extinguishers,  oxygen- 
generators,  and  other  specialities  of  the  oompany.  The 
party  then  entered  the  pharmaceutical  laboratory,  and  were 
conducted  through  a  row  of  chambers  furnished  with  steam 
evaporators,  percolators,  hydraulic  presses,  vacuum  pans, 
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pneumatic  elevators,  bottling  and  corking  machines,  etc. 
They  next  visited  the  acid  department,  where  various 
mineral  acids  and  ammonia  are  manufactured,  the  pro- 
duction of  sulphuric  acid  being  at  the  rate  of  6,000  lb.  per 
day.  The  officer  in  charge,  Mr.  S.  B.  Sen.  M.Sc,  explained 
the  processes  in  detail.  After  passing  through  several  other 
departments,  the  party  entered  the  spacious  and  well- 
equipped  chemical  laboratory,  under  the  charge  of  Mr. 
Probodha  C.  Chattopadhyay,  M.A.,  F.C.S.,  who  demon- 
strated the  manufacture  of  certain  chemicals.  His  Excellency 
also  saw  the  tablet-machines  at  work,  and  was  evidently  in- 
terested in  the  "  Emergency  Set,"  or  first-aid  box,  manu- 
factured by  the  company.  The  party  were  then  conducted 
to  the  bulk-chemical  manufacture  department,  where  mag- 
nesium sulphate,  sodium  sulphate,  and  other  chemicals 
were  crystallising  in  large  vats,  and  a  charge  of  refined 
saltpetre  (as  used  by  the  Government  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment) was  being  dried  in  a  pair  of  huge  centrifugal  pans, 
revolving  at  a  tremendous  velocity.  The  Governor  then 
witnessed  a  demonstration  of  "  Fire  King "  extinguisher. 
The  party  were  afterwards  photographed,  and  his  Excel- 
lency was  presented  by  the  manager  with  a  miniature  field 
gun,  a  product,  of  the  company's  workshop,  exquisitely 
done  in  bronze. 


CANADIAN  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D. "  Correspondent.) 


"  Made  in  Canada." — Canadian  papers  are  constantly 
emphasising  the  need  for  purchasing  either  home-made 
products  or  those  made  in  the  British  Empire.  There  is 
a  strong  feeling  that  dependence  upon  Germany  for 
material  is  bad  policy,  and  any  steps  that  can  be  taken  to 
encourage  home  manufactures  are  welcomed. 

British  Columbia. — The  semi-annual  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  in 
November,  the  President  (Mr.  C.  G.  Mills)  in  the  chair. 
It  vras  announced  that  the  new  by-laws  of  the  Association 
will  be  submitted  to  the  members  and  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council.  As  amended  by  the  Council  the 
by-laws  are  printed  in  the  "  Pharmaceutical  'Record."  It 
was  decided  to  confer  with  the  British  Columbia  Medical 
Council  regarding  the  date  when  prescriptions  should  be 
compounded  according  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  1914. 
The  B.  C.  "  Pharmaceutical  Record  "  publishes  the 
names  of  several  pharmacists  and  assistants  who  have 
volunteered  for  active  service  in  the  European  war. 


Our  American  Letter. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


Saccharin  being  "  wholly  devoid  of  any  food-value," 
the  New  York  Board  of  Health  are  planning  to  prohibit 
its  use  as  a  sweetening  ingredient,  in  all  foods  and  food- 
products  offered  for  sale  in  Greater  New  York. 

A.P.A.  — The  result  of  the  postal  ballot  for  officers  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  been  declared 
as  follows:  President,  Dr.  W.  C.  Alpers  (Cleveland,  Ohio); 
Vice-Presidents,  Professor  C.  H.  La  Wall,  Mr.  E.  A.  Ruddi- 
man,  and  Mr.  L.  A.  Brown.  Members  of  the  Council  to 
serve  three  years:  Mr.  Caswell  A.  Mayo,  Professor  H.  V. 
Amy,  and  Mr.  F.  M.  Apple. 

War-taxes.  — In  regard  to  the  stamp-taxes  which  it  was 
proposed  to  place  on  proprietary  medicines  (C .  <£•  D., 
November  28,  p.  67),  we  now  learn  that  the  clauses  imposing 
the  taxes  were  taken  out  by  the  Senate  Finance  Committee, 
owing  to  the  opposition  which  had  made  itself  felt.  This 
does  not,  however,  affect  the  taxes  on  chewing-gum,  per- 
fumes and  toilet-preparations.  The  "  American  Druggist  " 
states  that  the  provision  made  in  New  York  for  supplying 
Revenue  stamps  were  wholly  inadequate,  and  that  owing 
to  this  circumstance  the  penalty  for  tardy  payment,  will  not 
be  enforced  till  a  later  date  than  that  originally  fixed. 
Some  difficulty  is  being  found  in  defining  cosmetics,  it 
having  been  ruled,  for  example,  that,  glycerin-and-rose- 
water  is  subject  to  the  tax.  Precipitated  chalk  is  used  as 
a  dentifrice,  but,  it  is  considered  that  unperfumed  and 
uncoloured  chalk  should  not  be  subjected  to  taxation. 
Decisions  of  the  Revenue  Department  have  already  stated 
that  talcum,  witch-hazel,  bay-rum,  and  vaseline  are  taxable, 
but  liquid  soap  is  exempt  unless  it  is  held  out  to  be  a 
curative  cosmetic  or  to  be  particularly  useful  in  beautifying 
or  improving  the  skin. 


LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre.  — At  Brighouse,  Yorks,  on  De- 
cember 18,  David  Milnes,  drug-store  proprietor,  Waterloo 
Road,  was  fined  11.,  and  19s.  costs,  for  selling  sweet  spirit 
of  nitro  which  was  certified  by  the  public  analyst  to  be 
deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  to  the  extent  of  about  50  per  cent. 

Trading-  with  the  Enemy.-At  Manchester,  on  Decem- 
ber 22,  several  firms  were  charged  with  committing  offences 
under  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act.  In  one_  case  the 
defendant  was  accused  of  trading  in  goods  coming  from 
Germany  since  the  war  began,  sending  orders  through  a 
friend  in  Denmark,  and  having  goods  shipped  through 
Holland.  He  was  fined  50/.,  and  fifty  guineas  costs. 
Another  firm  were  fined  20/.,  and  costs,  for  entering  into 
commercial  contract  with  a  German  firm. 

Bills  of  lading-  for  a  Prize  Cargo.— In  the  Prize 
Court,  London,  on  December  22,  the  President  (Sir  S.  Evans) 
gave  judgment  in  respect  to  the  condemnation  of  the  cargo 
of  nitrate  of  the  German  barque  Odessa,  captured  at  sea 
by  his  Majesty's  ship  Caronia  on  August  20.  The  ship  had 
already  been  condemned,  but  the  condemnation  of  the  cargo, 
valued  at  about  41,000/.,  was  opposed  by  J.  H.  Schroder 
&  Co..  bankers,  who  claimed  to  be  the  owners  of  the  cargo 
as  British  subjects,  and  as  holders  for  full  value  under 
bills  of  lading.  It  was  contended  for  the  claimants  that, 
although  they  were  said  to  be  pledgees  of  the  goods,  yet 
as  against  the  shipowners  under  the  bills  of  lading  they 
had  an  absolute  right,  to  have  the  cargo  delivered  to  them. 
His  Lordship  lit  Id  that,  as  their  claim  was  founded  upon 
their  position  as  pledgees,  and  not  as  legal  owners,  it  could 
not  be  allowed,  and  he  condemned  the  cargo  as  a  lawful 
prize. 

Changing  German  Names.— In  the  City  of  London 
Court  on  December  17,  the  Falcon  Trading  Co.,  2  Falcon 
Square,  E.G.  sued  G.  B.  Ollivant  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  3  Albert 
Street,  Manchester,  for  21.  3s.  for  tin  boxes  supplied. 
Defendants  paid  the  money  into  court,  but  directed  the 
Judge's  attention  to  the  fact  that  before  the  war  the 
plaintiffs  traded  as  Richtcr,  Tschuschner  &  Co.,  and  they 
believed  they  were  a  German  firm.  Plaintiffs  said  that 
was  not  so.  Mr.  F.  Hauff,  one  of  the  partners  in  the 
plaintiff  firm,  said  he  was  an  Englishman,  and  that  there 
were  no  Germans  in  the  firm.  The  goods  came  from  Bel- 
gium and  Germany.  The  only  other  partner  was  Mrs. 
Tschuschner,  who  is  a  British  widow,  born  in  England. 
Both  the  original  partners  were  dead,  and  they  changed 
the  trading  name  when  the  war  broke  out.  It  was  a  better- 
sounding  name.  Judge  Atherley- Jones,  K.C.,  said  he  had 
nothing  to  do  with  that.  Plaintiffs'  explanation  was  quite 
satisfactory,  and  they  would  receive  the  money  paid  into 
court. 

Powdered  Ammonium  Carbonate,  B.P.—  At  Oldbury 
on  December  15.  Walter  H.  Robinson  was  summoned,  under 
Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  for 
selling  powdered  ammonium  carbonate  which  was  certified 
by  the  public  analyst  to  be  16.05  per  cent,  deficient  in 
strength.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  the  woman 
presented  a  written  order  for  4  oz.  of  powdered  carbonate 
(B.P.),  and  defendant  explained  that  he  had  plenty  of  the 
lump  carbonate,  but  was  doubtful  if  he  had  the  powder. 
He  asked  her  to  call  again,  and  he  searched  and  found 
some  underneath  the  counter.  When  the  woman  returned 
he  asked  her  if  she  knew  what  it  was  going  to  be  used  for. 
She  did  not,  and  he,  told  her  he  did  not  know  whether  it 
was  quite  up  to  the  standard,  adding,  '"'If  you  want  it 
for  washing  purposes  it  would  be  quite  alright."  Defen- 
dant's wife  having  also  given  evidence,  Henry  Marshall 
Tranmer,  chemist,  Smethwick,  said  he  sold  the  business  to 
defendant.  In  his  opinion,  powdered  ammonium  carbonate 
does  not  come  within  the  B.P.  definition.  After  considerable 
legal  discussion,  the  Chairman  said  they  had  no  doubt  an 
offence  had  been  committed,  but  the  Magistrates  did  not 
believe  defendant  intended  to  deceive  or  defraud  the  public, 
and  dismissed  the  summons  on  payment  of  costs  (21.  13s.  6rf.).

Mr.  William  Sambrook,  PLC,  Mayor  of  Monmouth,  has 
been  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

While  Mr.  Francis  H.  Carr,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  has  been 
appointed  a  director  of  Boot's  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Mr. 
II.  B.  Holthouse,  F.C.S.,  remains  works-manager. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Corkett,  of  the  representative  staff  of  tin 
Vinolia  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  been  elected  Chairman  of  the  South 
London  Commercial  Travellers'  Association  for  1915. 

Mr.  Hugo  Lorenz,  7  and  8  Idol  Lane,  Great  Tower 
Street,  London,  E.C..  has  been  good  enough  to  show  us 
his  certificate  of  naturalisation  as  a  British  subject,  which 
is  dated  May  3.  1888,  and  was  signed  by  Mr.  Henry 
Matthews,  then  Home  Secretary.  Mr.  Lorenz  is  one  of 
the  most  respected  men  in  the  London  chemical-trade,  and 
as  several  reports  havo  come  to  us  which  are  quite  at 
variance  with  the  facts,  this  statement  may  serve  as  a 
specific  contradiction  to  such  erroneous  reports.  Mr.  Lorenz 
is  an  original  member  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry, 
and  his  services  in  respect  to  the  Derjartmental  Committee 
on  Duty-free  Alcohol,  for  which  he  collected,  and  gave  from 
personal  experience,  much  valuablo  information,  were 
specially  acknowledged.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
his  second  son,  Mr.  H.  R.  Lorenz,  is  at  present  interned 
in  the  concentration  camp,  Ruhleben,  Berlin,  along  with 
other  British  civilians  who  were  in  Germany  when  the  war 
broke  out.  Mr.  Robert  Weiss,  who  has  been  associated  with 
Mr.  Lorenz  in  business  for  over  twenty  years,  is  also  a 
naturalised  British  subject. 


Vanilla  Imports.—  The  quantity  of  vanilla  to  be  imported 
into  France  from  French  colonies  at  half  the  rate  of  the 
minimum  tariff — viz..  at  the  rate  of  208f.  per  ICO  kilos. — 
has  been  fixed  at  40.000  kilos,  during  the  period  from 
July  1,  1914.  to  June  30,  1915. 


Tetrachlorethylene. 


This  ingredient  in  cellulose  varnishes  gives  off  a  vapour 
which  has  caused  the  death  of  one  man  and  illness  of 
several  others  from  hepatitis,  jaundice,  and  other  sym- 
ptoms which  it  brings  on.  It  is  a  liquid  also  known  as 
carbon  dichloride.  UC1-,  and  has  many  properties  like 
carbon  disulphide,  has  a  specific  gravity  of  1.619,  and  was 
first  investigated  by  Faraday.  It  is  one  of  the  new  sol- 
vents for  fats,  resins,  and  rubber  which  have  recently 
come  into  vogue  after  many  years  of  neglect  as  labora- 
tory curiosities.  It  is  also  known  as  perchlorethylene.  In 
the  "  Laboratory  Notes,"  1910,  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  & 
Webb,  Ltd.,  the  following  was  published  : 

Ethylene  Chlorides. — A  sample  of  perchlorethylene  (CjClJ 
examined  had  sp.  g.  1.603,  b.p.  110°-121°.  This  compound  is  non- 
inn  nmmable.  An  excellent  solvent  for  fats,  resins,  ond  alkaloids, 
but  difficult  to  volatilise.  A  sample  of  trichlorethylene  was 
examined,  with  sp.  g.  1.407,  b.p.  85°-90°.  It  will  not  volatilise 
on  a  water-bath  from  a  beaker,  and  is  markedly  toxic.  The 
solvent  power  of  both  these  compounds  is  remarkable,  they,  for 
example,  being  superior  even  to  acetone  on  dried  plants  ;  but 
they  have  also,  unfortunately,  disadvantages. 

The  Coroner's  inquest  in  regard  to  the  death  referred 
to  is  here  reported. 


Mr,  C.  Luxmoore  Drew,  Coroner  for  the  Western  dis- 
trict of  London,  held  an  inquest  at  Marylebone  on  Decem- 
ber 19  regarding  the  death  of  Gilbert  Moody  (a  French- 
polisher),  employed  at  the  Aircraft  C'o.'s  works,  Hendon, 
who  had  died,  apparently,  from  liver-poisoning  accom- 
panied by  jaundice,  and  as  several  other  cases  of  jaun- 
dice manifested  themselves  at  the  same  factory  the  in- 
quiry had  been  adjourned  for  pathological  investigations 
to  be  made. 

Preliminary  evidence  by  fellow-workmen  of  the  de- 
ceased was  to  the  effect  that  he  had  been  employed  at  the 
factory  for  about  three  months,  and  complained,  like 
others,  of  the  smell  of  a  cellulose  varnish  which  was 
applied  to  aeroplane  fabrics.  The  fumes  from  the  varnish 
left  an  unpleasant  taste  in  the  mouth,  especially  notice- 
able on  waking.  The  vapour  hung  about  the  works  in 
clouds,  and  was  often  noticed  at  a  considerable,  distance 
from  the  spot  where  the  varnish  was  applied.  On  behalf 
of  the  manufacturers  of  the  varnish,  the  British  Emaillite 
Co.,  of  30  Regent  Street,  W.,  it  was  stated  that  this  was 
the  first  time  any  suggestion  had  been  made  to  them  of 
the  varnish  causing  jaundice.  In  July  1913  it  was  com- 
plained that  ulcers  had  appeared  beneath  the  eyelids  of 
men  applying  the  varnish,  and  another  ingredient  was 
then  substituted  for  the  one  which  it  was  supposed 
caused  the  trouble.  None  of  the  men  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  had  been  ill. 

Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  stated  that  he 
found  on  analysis  that  the  cellulose  varnish  contained 
methylated  spirit,  acetone,  benzine,  and  tetrachlorethyl- 
ene; the  bulk  distilled  at  between  63°  and  80°,  and  the 
vapour  was  1.91  times  heavier  than  air.  He  made  experi- 
ments to  determine  whether  any  of  the  constituents  of  the 
mixture  were  likely  to  have  harmful  effects  on  the  liver. 
White  rats  were  placed  for  eight  hours  a  day  for  a 
week  in  the  upper  part  of  vessels  containing  in  one  case 
the  varnish  itself  and  in  the  other  case  one  of  each  of 
the  ingredients.  The  rat  kept  over  the  tetrachlorethylene 
and,  in  a  less  marked  degree,  the  rat  in  the  vessel  con- 
taining the  varnish  were  markedly  affected.  They  became 
drowsy  and  remained  so  for  some  time  after  removal, 
and  they  did  not  gain  in  weight.  The  animals  kept  in 
the  acetone  and  benzine  vapours  became  drowsy,  but  were 
not  otherwise  affected,  and  gained  in  weight.  The  animal 
kept  in  the  vapour  of  methylated  spirit  was  not  affected 
in  any  way.  After  seven  days  the  animals  were  killed 
and  post-mortem  examinations  made  by  Dr.  Spilsbury, 
who  found  that  the  rat  exposed  to  the  vapour  of  tetra- 
chlorethylene exhibited  marked  changes  in  the  liver,  signs 
of  fatty  degeneration,  and  bile  staining.  This  and  other 
experiments  showed  conclusively  that  tetrachlorethylene 
is  a  powerful  liver-poison,  and  that  the  vapour  from  the 
varnish  is  a  poison,  because  of  the  tetrachlorethylene  pre- 
sent. Dr.  Willcox  recalled  the  fatality  at  Harrod's  Stores 
five  years  ago,  due  to  tetrachloride  of  carbon,  and  said 
the  substance  now  under  consideration  is  a  very  similar 
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organic  compound.  He  came  to  the  conclusion  then  that 
the  substance  is  a  powerful  tissue-poison,  and  the  present 
experiments  confirmed  that  opinion.  Witness  added  that 
a  'post-mortem  examination  of  the  deceased  showed  that 
the  liver  and  gall-bladder  were  reduced  in  size  to  34J,-  oz. , 
and  there  was  a  condition  of  subacute  hepatitis ;  this 
was  also  the  condition  observed  in  the  rats.  Dr.  Willcox 
also  gave  the  results  of  an  investigation  of  the  condition 
of  other  workers  at  the  same  factory.  Several  had  symp- 
toms indicative  of  liver-poisoning;  they  suffered  from 
drowsiness,  loss  of  appetite,  nausea,  vomiting,  headache, 
a  peculiar  taste  and  irritation  of  the  throat,  jaundice, 
with  pale  stools  and  high-coloured  urine,  constipation 
generally,  with  no  angemia.  In  a  few  cases  the  patients 
became  delirious  and  severely  ill.  Several  other  workers 
showed  unmistakable  signs  of  the  onset  of  poisoning. 
He  had  no  doubt  that  if  proper  precautions  were  taken  to 
get  rid  of  the  vapour  it  would  be  quite  safe  to  use  the 
varnish.  He  noted  that  several  employes  who  worked  a 
considerable  distance  from  the  spot  where  the  varnish 
was  applied  were  affected. 

Dr.  T.  M.  Legge,  Medical  Inspector  of  Factories  under 
the  Home  Office,  also  gave  evidence,  and  explained  that 
the  reason  why  cases  of  poisoning  had  only  just  mani- 
fested themselves  was  that  since  the  war  began  the 
amount  of  work  in  hand  at  aeroplane-factories  has  greatly 
increased.  Previously  the  workmen  did  not  get  a  suffi- 
ciently large  dose  for  the  effects  to  be  shown. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  heart- 
failure  following  liver-poisoning  from  tetrachlorethylene- 
vapour.

OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  By-products 

from  the  distillation  of  tar  are  so 
numerous,  and  many  of  them  so  valuable,  that  the 
initiation  of  a  subsidised  dye-industry  must,  as  you  point 
out  in  your  article,  lead  to  an  enormous  development  in 
the  whole  field  of  organic  chemistry,  and  this  will  call 
for  the  employment  of  those  experts  who  have  hitherto 
been  a  drug  on  the  British  labour  market.  It  is  not  very 
long  since  a  Manchester  M.Sc.  could  be  had  for  the 
wages  of  an  artisan,  but  the  time  is  fast  approaching 
when  educated  men  with  practical  knowledge  of  chemical- 
industry  will  command  adequate  salaries.  There  will  be 
no  difficulty  in  producing  the  dyes  :  the  pinch  will  come 
when  the  British  buyer  has  to  decide  between  paying  a 
fair  price  for  his  goods  or  going  back,  like  a  dog  to  his 
vomit,  to  cheap  chemicals  made  in  Germany.  Assuming 
that  the  nation  is  not  prepared  to  give  a  subsidy  for  a 
long  enough  time  to  enable  the  infant  industry  to  grow 
to  manhood,  how  is  it  to  be  saved  from  strangulation 
when  the  war  is  over? — for  we  may  take  it  for  granted 
that  the  Germans  will  not  give  up  the  chemical-trade  with- 
out a  fierce  struggle.  A  plan  has  been  suggested,  very 
simple  arid  quite  effective — namely,  for  the  British  dye- 
manufacturers  to  come  to  an  arrangement  that  they  will 
insist,  before  selling  dyes,  on  purchasers  placing  contracts 
for  their  entire  requirements  over  such  a  period  as  will 
repay  the  initial  expenses  and  place  the  industry  on  a 
permanent  basis.  With  firm  contracts  from  all  textile 
and  dyeing  firms  in  Great  Britain,  and  if  necessary  with 
falling  clauses,  there  would  be  a  splendid  opportunity 
afforded  for  British  chemicals  even  if  free  trade  senti- 
ment refused  to  allow  a  tariff  to  be  placed  on  the  German 
product. 

The  New  Spirit 

animating  Bloomsbury  Square  is  well 
exemplified  in  the  announcement  by  "an  apprentice"  that 
a  certificate  in  commerce  has  been  accepted  as  an  optional 
subject  in  the  Preliminary  examination.  This  is  entirely 
as  it  should  be,  and  I  congratulate  Mr.  Woolcock — for  I 
presume  it  is  largely  to  him  we  are  indebted  for  the  new 
departure — on  having  burst  the  bands  of  red-tape  that 
had  for  years  past  made  "the  Square"  the  derision  of 
every  man  with  progressive  ideas.  If  the  Society  main- 
tains the  liberalising  tendency  that  has  recently  been 
manifest  there  need  be  little  fear  as  to  the  future  of 
pharmacy.  There  will  be  plenty  of  young  men  quite 
eager  to  enter  the  business  now  that  certificates  of  educa- 
tional fitness  are  not  confined  to  purely  academic  sub- 
jects such  as  have  held  the  field  in  the  past.  Will  the 
new  spirit  permeate  the  officials  still  further  and  induce 
them  to  take  up  the  list  of  reforms  advocated  at  Edin- 
burgh by  Mr.  Adamson?  Some  of  the  points  brought 
forward  are  quite  novel — as,  for  example,  the  restriction 
of  the  number  of  chemists  in  proportion  to  the  population. 
Nevertheless,  I  should  not  be  surprised  to  see  some  such 
change  come.  The  Insurance  Act  has  already  worked 
wonders,  and  more  will  follow.  A  nation  cannot  embark 
on  State  Socialism  and  stop  short  at  a  trifle  like  the 
redistribution  of  pharmacies  should  that  be  necessary 
for  the  perfecting  of  the  great  scheme. 

The  Appeal  of  the  Sheffield  Doctor 

against  surcharge  re- 
ported last  week,  is  a  stronger  argument  than  any  of 
mine  for  the  reconsideration  of  the  discounting  clause. 
It  shows  convincingly  the  extravagance  of  our  present 
mode  of  checking  extravagance.  All  the  cumbrous 
machinery  of  Committees  and  Sub- Committees  is  set  in 
motion  to  transfer  a  small  discount  of  12?.  from  a 
pharmacist  to  a  doctor.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
after  satisfying  itself  of  the  necessity,  presents  its  case 
to  the  Panel  Committee;  the  Panel  Committee  makes  its 
inquiry,  finds  the  case  proved,  and  hands  it  on  to  the 
Insurance  Committee;  the  Insurance  Committee,  in  its 


"judicial  capacity,"  makes  the  surcharge.  Then  the 
doctor  appeals,  and  so  brings  the  Commissioners  into 
play.  An  inquiry  on  their  behalf  is  held  at  Sheffield, 
counsel  is  engaged,  and  the  case  is  re-tried,  with  much 
discussion  of  the  rights  of  Panel  Committees  and  Sub- 
Committees,  with  the  only  result  so  far,  that  "  the  usual 
announcement  as  to  reporting  to  the  Commissioners  " 
has  been  made.  The  final  decision  being  thus  uncertain, 
it  would  perhaps  be  premature  to  inquire  what  the  case 
will  cost  in  time,  labour,  money,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
"  moral  and  spiritual "  damage  done  to  the  different 
parties,  and  incidentally  to  the  Act ;  but  I  cannot  refrain 
from  remarking  that  an  immense  saving  in  all  these 
respects  would  be  effected  by  making  the  doctor  auto- 
matically responsible  for  all  expense  over  two  shillings 
(or  whatever  sum  might  be  found  equitable)  per  head  of 
his  patients. 

German  Business  Methods 

says  Sir  William  Ramsay,  are  as 
unscrupulous  as  their  methods  in  war ;  "  the  German 
nation  as  a  whole  is  completely  unworthy  of  trust," 
"  commercial  agreements  are  regarded  by  members  of 
that  nation  as  binding  only  so  long  as  some  advantage  is 
to  be  gained  by  keeping  to  them."  I  do  not  think  this 
is  the  general  opinion  of  those  who  have  had  commercial 
dealings  with  Germans,  but  it  may  at  any  rate  be  set 
side  by  side  with  what  Professor  Dr.  J.  Schwalbe  has 
been  saying  about  us  d  propos  of  "  Salvarsan  made  in 
England."  He  calls  us  pirates,  and  speaks  of  our 
"brutal  robberies,"  our  "  unscrupulousness,"  our 
"  English  shamelessness "  as  common  knowledge.  Our 
leading  motive,  he  declares,  is,  "  Right  or  wrong,  my 
country,"  to  which  it  may  be  replied  that  this  is  almost 
identically  the  meaning  his  own  countryman  Schnetze 
gives  to  the  German  motto,  Deutschland  ueber  AUes. 
The  fact  is  that  neither  we  nor  the  Germans  can  just 
now  speak  quite  judicially  of  each  other.  We,  however, 
have,  I  venture  to  say,  rather  more  show  of  reason  for 
our  distrust  than  they.  Our  diplomacy  at  least  has  been 
more  true  to  our  engagements,  our  methods  in  war  have 
been  less  brutal,  and  it  cannot  be  said  that  our  Law 
Courts  were  eager  to  confiscate  German  patents  even 
when  the  war  had  made  it  necessary  as  a  defensive  act. 
I  do  not  suppose  that  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.  will  be  greatly  perturbed  by  the  Professor's  outbreak, 
and  we  may,  as  a  people,  say  quite  unconcernedly,  "  Let 
the  galled  jade  wince;  my  withers  are  unwrung." 
Culture  with  a  "  K," 

as  Mr.  Broadhead  unkindly  put  it  at 
Dewsbury,  is  not  (as  he  said)  confined  to  Germany,  nor  is 
it  the  only  kind  known  there.  It  is,  however,  a  fact  that 
Kultur  now  has  a  less  humane  connotation  than  it  had  in 
Goethe's  day,  and  no  surer  proof  than  this  could  be  given 
of  a  certain  deterioration  in  the  German  character  since 
then.  Goethe  meant  by  Kultur  exactly  what  we  now 
understand  by  culture,  what  Matthew  Arnold  understood 
by  it  when  he  spoke  of  the  "sweetness  and  light"  it 
diffuses.  And  I  may  add  that  Goetlie,  speaking  to 
Eckermann  in  1827,  declared  that  some  centuries  must 
elapse  before  his  countrymen  would  have  so  much  of  this 
"elevated  culture"  that  it  would  be  said  of  them,  "It 
is  long  since  they  were  barbarians " — so  that  Professor 
Schwalbe's  complaint  that  we  regard  his  compatriots  as 
barbarians,  if  true,  need  not  trouble  us;  we  can  plead 
Goethe's  prophecy  in  justification.  Goethe  says,  indeed, 
that  there  was  much  "poetical  culture"  of  a  kind 
"diffused"  in  Germany,  but  it  was  not  assimilated;  it 
passed  through  men's  minds  like  water  through  a  foun- 
tain, but  only  while  it  was  supplied  to  them.  The  same 
was  doubtless  true  of  us,  and  perhaps  is  so  still,  but  we 
have  at  least  kept  the  old  idea  of  culture  as  something 
which  refines  and  elevates  until,  as  Goethe  says,  we 
appreciate  beauty  like  the  Greeks  and  are  inspired  by  a 
beautiful  song.

Editorial  Articles . 

Christmas  and  Confidence. 

There  is  no  fitter  time  in  the  Christian  year  than 
Christmas  when  we  have  a  better  right  to  look  forward 
with  confidence  to  the  future,  and  never  in  the  experience 
of  any  of  us,  however  old,  has  there  been  greater  need 
for  confidence  than  at  this  time.  Whether  the  war  be 
long  or  short,  according  to  man's  scale  of  calculation,  it 
will  be  as  yesterday  in  the  scale  of  the  Great  Arbiter  of 
events,  and  no  longer  than  is  necessary  for  vindication  of 
the  Right— a  condition  precedent  to  peace  between  the 
nations.  In  the  fullest  confidence  that  the  Eight  will 
prevail,  we  join  with  many  others  in  this  Christmas  week 
issue  of  the  C.  <k  D.  in  the  good  old  wish  for  brightened 
homes  and  happy  families,  with  Success  to  our  Arms/! 
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Egypt. 

We  read  in  a  newspaper  the  other  day  that  363,000  square 
miles  had  been  added  to  the  British  Empire.  The  occa- 
sion for  the  remark  was  the  official  announcement  on 
December  18  (surprising  to  most  of  us,  but  no  doubt 
expected  by  those  versed  in  high  politics)  that  Turkey's 
suzerainty  of  Egypt  had  been  annulled  by  the  British 
Government,  which  proclaimed  a  protectorate  over  this 
ancient  and  rich  country.  Abbas  Hilmi  Pasha,  the 
Khedive,  had  become  impossible  years  ago,  and  virtually 
quitted  his  high  position  when  he  went  to  Constantinople 
recently  to  take  sides  with  Turkey,  our  enemy,  in  this 
great  war  of  nations.  But  he  has  been  formally  deposed, 
and  his  uncle,  Hussein  Kami]  Pasha,  an  enlightened 
prince,  who,  in  his  own  words,  has  "  worked  for  good 
relations  between  Egypt  and  England,"  reigns  in  his  stead 
as  Sultan  of  Egypt.  His  dominion  is  more  than  the 
363,000  square  miles,  for  the  Sudan  itself  has  an  area 
estimated  at  950,000  square  miles.  The  population  of 
Egypt  is  nearly  twelve  millions  and  of  the  Sudan  three 
millions.  Since  1883  Great  Britain  has  practically 
governed  Egypt,  and  the  Sudan  came  completely  under 
Anglo-Egyptian  rule  in  1899,  after  the  last  of  Lord 
Kitchener's  campaigns,  which  restored  to  Egypt  the  pro- 
vinces that  were  temporarily  abandoned  to  the  Mahdi  in 
1882  83.  When  our  Government  of  1883  relieved  France 
of  its  share  in  the  dual  control  of  Egypt,  it  was  con- 
fidently expected  that  this  would  be  a  temporary 
measure,  but  events  have  made  it  permanent,  and  nothing 
has  more  contributed  to  this  end  than  the  prosperity  of . 
the  Egyptians  under  enlightened  British  rule.  Justice, 
liberty,  peace,  and  progress  are  what  the  Egyptians  get 
out  of  it,  and  we  get  nothing-  in  the  shape  of  tribute  or 
profit — simply  surety  of  payment  of  interest  to  those 
Europeans  who  invested  money  in  the  country.  We  have, 
it  is  true,  the  best  surety  of  uninterrupted  passage 
through  the  Suez  Canal — that  short  cut  to  the  East,  which 
is  free  to  all  nations  as  much  as  to  ourselves,  the  pre- 
dominant partner.  In  short,  the  British  are  governors 
of  Egypt  because  they  have  the  genius  of  making  people 
manage  themselves.  Mr.  Henry  Long,  in  a  letter  to  "  The 
Times,"  has  quoted  from  Professor  Haeckel's  book  on 
Ceylon,  written  after  his  visit  to  the  East  in  1881-82,  and 
we  reprint  passages  from  it  : 

"Since  at  the  present  day  the  successes  of  the  English  in 
Egypt  are  looked  upon  with  disfavour  in  many  quarters, 
I  cannot  here  conceal  my  disagreement  with  this  view.  On 
the  contrary,  it  appears  to  me  that  thev  should  be  hailed 
with  satisfaction,  alike  on  the  grounds  of  common  humanity 
and  on  those  of  rational  political  action.  .  .  _.  The  [British] 
Empire  is  in  itself  an  object  worthy  of  admiration,  for  the 
English  are  undoubtedly  gifted  beyond  any  other  nation 
with  the  genius  for  founding  and  governing  colonies.  .  .  . 
Instead  of  watching  the  extension  and  consolidation  of 
English  power  with  grudging  and  envious^  eyes,  we  [the 
Germans]  should  do  better  to  study  the  political  skill  which 
brings  progress  and  benefit  to  the  whole  human  race." 
Germany  has  failed  to  benefit  by  such  counsel.  Part  of 
the  plans  she  made  for  the  present  great  war  was  to 
stimulate  sedition  in  Egypt,  this  being  an  accompaniment 
to  her  proposed  Mohammedan  revolt  which  was  to  lose 
us  India — the  net  result  so  far  being  that  the  integral 
parts  of  the  British  Empire  are  more  closely  knit  together 
than  ever  Usfore,  while  the  Protectorate  relieves  Egyptians 
of  being  regarded  as  enemies  of  the  Allies. 

The  Patriarch  "saw  that  there  was  corn  in  Egypt." 
Centuries  later  Egypt  was  the  granary  of  the  Roman 
Empire,  and  still,  after  nigh  two  thousand  years,  its 
production  of  cereals,  cotton,  and  sugar  affords  a  living 
to  two-thirds  of  its  population.  Its  capabilities  of  de- 
velopment in  these  respects  are  enormous,  and  it  is  the 
J  most  favoured  of  all  the  countries  in  the  world  for  placing 
its  produce  on  the  markets  of  Europe.    Under  British 
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rule  its  output  has  steadily  increased, 
and  imports  were  as  subjoined  :

The  policy  which  has  made  the  country  an  open  market 
to  the  nations  of  the  world  without  special  favours  to 
Great  Britain  (characteristic  of  British  control)  is,  pre- 
sumably, to  be  continued  under  the  Protectorate,  for  by 
the  Anglo-French  Agreement  of  1904  the  most-favoured- 
nation treatment  was  guaranteed  until  1934  by  our 
Government  to  those  who  were  parties  to  the  Agreement. 
We  are  not  accustomed  to  go  back  upon  our  word,  even 
when  it  happens  to  be  reduced  to  a  scrap  of  paper.  The 
British  control  of  Egypt  has  drawn  the  two  peoples  closer 
together.  On  our  part  we  have  found  the  ancient  country 
to  be  an  excellent  health-resort,  and  the  well-to-do  among 
us  have  got  into  the  habit  of  spending  a  part  of  each 
year  in  Egypt  and  the  Sudan.  In  consequence, 
Egyptian  business  has  year  by  year  become  more 
Anglified.  In  our  own  department  of  trade  this  has  been 
particularly  marked — so  much  so  that  many  pharmacists 
in  Egypt  and  the  Sudan  are  subscribers  to  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  so  that  they  may  keep  in  touch  "with 
British  suppliers  of  the  commodities  they  require.  Some 
of  these  pharmacists  in  their  periodical  visits  to  London 
make  our  offices  their  headquarters.  We  have  found  them 
to  be  capable  and  enlightened  men,  experienced  in  Euro- 
pean methods  of  business,  and  familiar  with  British  phar- 
macy. Therefore  there  already  exists  in  Egypt  a  market 
for  British  chemicals  and  pharmaceuticals,  and  the  way  is 
prepared  for  manufacturers  and  merchants. 


"A  Great  National  Humiliation." 

"  The  fact  that  our  chemical  industries  are  in  such  a  backward 
state,  with  certain  exceptions  of  those  which  need  least  thought 
and  least  study  and  least  knowledge,  is  grave  enough  if  it  is 
due  to  our  national  faults — it  is  grave  enough  for  us  in  these 
days  to  rouse  ourselves  as  the  Prussians  did  rather  more  than 
one  hundred  years  ago." 

These  words  of  Lord  Moulton's  do  not  apply,  and 
were  not  intended  to  apply,  to  heavy  chemicals,  but  it 
is  desirable  to  present  such  statistics  as  are  available 
regarding  the  production  of  what  are  generally  known 
as  heavy  chemicals.  Before  proceeding  it  is  necessary  to 
call  attention  to  an  extraordinary  discrepancy  between 
recent  statements  made  in  respect  to  the  aniline-dye  con- 
sumption and  production  in  this  country  and  the  official 
figures.  In  the  House  of  Commons  on  November  27,  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  said  (C.  £  D.,  Decem- 
ber 6,  p.  42)  that  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  more  than 
7^  per  cent,  of  the  total  aniline-dye  consumption  of  this 
country  is  now  being  made  here.  Lord  Moulton  said  at 
Manchester  (C.  <L-  D.,  December  12,  p.  34)  that  the 
quantity  of  dyes  produced  in  this  country  is  quite  inade- 
quate to  keep  the  textile  industries  going,  which  is  true  ; 
but  Mr.  Runciman's  figures  are  very  far  from  the  truth. 
According  to  the  Census  of  Production,  the  weight  of 
coal-tar  dyes  produced  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1907 
was  139,000  cwt.  (valued  at  373,000/.),  of  which  51,000  cwt. 


was  exported ;  and  the  imports  of  similar  dyes  in  the 
same  period  amounted  to  322,000  cwt.  This  means  that 
about  20  per  cent,  of  the  aniline  dyes  consumed  in  this 
country  in  1907  was  made  here,  and  the  official  statistics 
do  not  show  any  material  change.  The  imports  of  dyes- 
in  1913  were  as  follows  :

The  exports  of  British-made  dyestuffs  from  coal-tar  in 
the  same  period  amounted  to  54,849  cwt.,  valued  at 
178, 914/.  The  weight  figure  shows  an  improvement  on' 
1907,  and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  assume  that  the  amount 
retained  for  home  consumption  was  proportionately 
greater  than  1907  also.  Somebody  has  badly  blundered 
in  supplying  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  with 
figures.  So  far  as  these  observations  are  concerned  the 
figures  just  quoted  help  to  bring  into  strong  relief  the 
healthy  condition  of  the  heavy-chemical  industry.  In  a 
sense  this  has  already  been  done  by  the  No.  67  Board  of 
Trade  Report  on  competition  with  Germany  and  Austria- 
Hungary  in  neutral  markets  (C.  <L-  D.,  October  10,  p.  33). 
Taking  as  a  basis  the  table  given  there  regarding  exports 
of  heavy  chemicals  from  Germany  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  we  add  to  it  a  column  showing  the  values  of 
the  production  of  the  articles  named  in  our  country  during 
1907  :

The  census  of  1907  showed  that  "  chemicals,  coal-tar 
products,  drugs,  and  perfumery,  factories,  and  work- 
shops "  produced  in  that  year  manufactures  to  the  value 
of  23^  million  pounds.  The  above  items  form  the  bulk, 
and  there  were  included  mineral  acids  to  the  value  of 
1,186,000/.,  and  fine  and  pharmaceutical  chemicals  valued 
at  1.624,000/.  The  principal  articles  classed  as  heavy 
chemicals  are  the  alkalies,  mineral  acids,  and  copper 
sulphate ;  and  this  country  is  the  biggest  maker  of  these, 
although  in  regard  to  alkali  she  has  to  compete  with 
countries  which  have  more  cheap  natural  power  than  we 
have.  We  hold  our  own  in  the  manufacture  of  mineral 
acids,  for  modern  methods  are  not  neglected.  While  there 
is  nothing  either  in  the  statistics  or  in  our  heavy-chemical 
factories  to  call  for  an  expression  of  humiliation — on  the 
contrary,  much  which  reflects  the  enlightenment  and  pro- 
gress of  manufacturers — there  are  directions  in  which 
our  chemical-industries  need  strengthening  by  collabora- 
tion of  the  academic  element  with  the  commercial  and 
industrial. 
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Linseed  Oil. 

As  we  have  already  noted  in  our  Continental  Drug  and 
Chemical  Markets,  Germany  is  badly  off  for  linseed 
oil  and  other  fixed  oils  and  fats — so  much  so  that  in 
November  large  quantities  of  linseed  oil  in  particular 
were  shipped  from  Hull  to  Holland,  which  were  probably 
intended  to  supply  the  deficiency  caused,  it  is  said,  by 
the  sale  of  Dutch  stocks  to  Germany.  The  record 
«of  official  Customs  statistics  shows  that  during  November 
.alone  over  six  hundred  tons  was  shipped  from  Hull  to 
Dutch  ports,  exports  at  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year  being  nil,  and  during  the  whole  of  1913  only  about 
seven  hundred  tons  of  linseed  oil  was  shipped  to  Hol- 
land altogether.  These  facts  coming  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  British  Government,  an  embargo  was  placed  on  the 
exports  to  Holland  early  this  month,  it  being  stated  that 
the  prohibition  would  also  be  applied  to  Scandanavian 
countries  if  further  suspicion  was  aroused,  but  this  has 
not  yet  occurred.  Immediately  the  embargo  took  effect 
the  linseed-oil  market  became  depressed,  and  prices 
had  a  serious  relapse,  although  there  has  sines  been  a 
rally  from  the  lowest.  In  consequence  of  the  war  it  is 
obvious  that  the  quantity  of  seed  shipped  to  the 
'Continent  is  now  much  smaller,  which  naturally  tends  to 
throw  a  proportionately  heavier  tonnage  on  to  this  side, 
and  operations  for  an  advance  have  therefore  been 
materially  checked  by  this  adverse  feature.  The  course 
of  the  market  depends  on  the  duration  of  the  war,  but 
indications  as  regards  supplies  of  seed  are  none  the  less 
in  favour  of  eventually  higher  prices  judging  from 
statistics.  The  world's  production  for  the  current  year, 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  has  experienced  a  sub- 
stantial shrinkage,  as  may  be  gathered  from  the  follow- 
ing figures  compiled  from  an.  authoritative  source  :

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  the  total 
production  has  fallen  back  to  practically  the  level  reached 
in  1911,  and  thus  shows  a  big  deficit  against  the  last 
two  years,  especially  1912 — the  bumper  year.  The 
Argentine  crop,  the  acreage  of  which  was  reduced  by 
about  140, COO  against  the  previous  season,  is  now  being 
harvested,  but  the  result  of  the  yield  is  still  uncertain 
owing  to  weather-vagaries  as  usually  experienced  at 
this  time  of  the  year.  As  regards  India,  her  shipments 
have  been  pretty  liberal  this  year,  owing  to  exports 
to  other  markets  having  been  curtailed.  Russian  ex- 
ports have  of  course  been  cut  off  by  the  war, 
and  the  crop  just  gathered  being  again  comparatively 
small,  though  of  good  quality,  no  reliance  can  be  placed 
upon  contributions  from  this  quarter  for  some  consider- 
able period.  Results  as  regards  North  America  have  been 
very  poor,  and  clearly  point  to  the  probability  of  America 
having  to  import  a  considerable  quantity  of  Argentine 
and  Indian  seed  in  the  new  year  in  order  to  keep  pace 
with  her  requirements.  The  world's  shipments  until 
towards  the  spring  are  quite  likely  to  be  less  than  last 
year,  so  that  there  is  no  large  excess  of  supplies  in  sight 
even  making  allowance  for  the  much-reduced  Continental 
trade  requirements.    As  already  stated,  the  future  out- 


look depends  on  the  duration  of  the  war,  but  apart  from 
this  the  position  appears  healthy  for  an  advance  early  in 
the  new  year. 

Radium  from  India. 

It  is  one  of  the  peculiarities  of  the  present  war  that  little 
has  been  heard  about  the  supplies  of  radium,  for  which 
we  have  hitherto  relied  on  Austria  for  the  raw  material, 
pitchblende  being  chiefly  found  there.  It  is  true  that 
Cornwall  yields  some  of  this  mineral  [C.  &■  D.,  1912,  II., 
167),  but  the  Joachimsthal  mines  in  Bohemia,  which  are 
the  property  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  Empire,  have  sup- 
plied most  of  the  raw  material  from  which  radium  salts 
have  been  made.  A  ton  of  the  residues  obtained  after  ex- 
tracting the  uranium  from  the  mineral  yields  from  10  to 
20  kilos,  of  crude  barium-radium  sulphate,  which  is  sixty 
times  more  radio-active  than  uranium,  and  ultimately  the 
yield  of  radium  per  ton  of  pitchblende  is  put  at 
0.025  gram.  We  have  reported  from  time  to  time  the 
discovery  of  radio-active  minerals  in  Ceylon  and  India, 
to  some  of  which  the  Imperial  Institute  has  devoted 
attention,  and  Dr.  Wyndham  Dunstan  visited  Ceylon  some 
time  ago  in  connection  with  these  discoveries.  It  appears, 
however,  that  the  miia-mines  in  the  Singar  district  of 
Gaya,  India,  promise  to  be  an  excellent  source  of  the 
precious  substance,  large  nodules  of  pitchblende  having 
L>2en  found  in  the  mines.  These  nodules,  according  to 
Mr.  C.  Basil  Barham,  A.M.I.E.E.,  show  83  per  cent,  of 
uranium  oxide,  compared  witli  55  per  cent,  the  maximum 
hitherto  found  in  the  Joachimsthal  mineral.  "  In  hydrated 
radium  bromide  the  Gaya  ore  gives,  roughly  speaking, 
the  same  as  the  Joachimsthal  product — namely,  about 
three  hundred  milligrams  per  metric  ton."  Mr.  Barham 
states  that  a  syndicate  has  been  formed  to  work  the 
deposits,  and  he  concludes  : 

"  The  new  field  is  so  extensive,  as  well  as  so  incredibly 
rich,  that  it  does  not  seem  possible  that  the  present  high 
prices  can  hold  for  long.  As  soon  as  the  syndicate  gets 
to  work  supplying  the  market  there  is  certain  to  be  a  fall. 
Radium  will  be  comparatively  plentiful,  and  hospitals  and 
similar  institutions  will  in  all  probability  be  able  to  obtain 
at  a  cost  of  a  few  hundred  pounds  supplies  for  which  they 
are  now  being  asked  to  pay  thousands." 

We  do  not  find  in  Mr.  Barham's  paper  data  which  justify 
this  sanguine  conclusion,  but  it  is  certainly  most  satis- 
factory that  we  have  within  the  British  Empire  a  source 
of  supply  which  makes  us  virtually  independent  of 
Joachimsthal.  It  is  also  of  special  interest  to  British 
pharmacists,  for  the  gentleman  who  has  at  present  the 
distinction  of  being  "at  the  top  "—Mr.  Edmund  White, 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain— 
has  special  knowledge  of  this  subject.  Two  years  ago  he 
lectured  to  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  on  thorium 
and  kindred  metals,  and  we  suggest  that  one  of  the 
evening  meetings  of  the  Society  this  winter  might  bo 
devoted  to  radium  and  its  sources,  including  Singar. 

Illegible  Prescriptions. 

The  question  of  what  is  and  what  is  not  an  illegible  pre- 
scription was  discussed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Western 
Pharmacists'  Association  {€.  <C-  D.,  December  19,  p.  55), 
and  in  the  course  of  it  there  was  some  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Gamble's  statement  that  no  prescription 
should  be  really  illegible  to  a  trained  pharmacist.  What 
we  understand  Mr.  Gamble  to  have  said  was  that  in  large 
dispensing  establishments  illegible  prescriptions  are  rare — 
perhaps  only  once  a  year  such  prescriptions  turn  up.  We 
daresay  Mr.  Gamble  would  be  one  of  the  first  to  admit 
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that  the  appended  facsimile  would  baffle  the  skill  of  his 
dispensing  staff  in  Yere  Street  : 


We  do  not  submit  this  as  a  prize  problem.  It  is  a  panel 
doctor's  prescription,  which  fact  points  the  new  moral  that 
the  pharmacies  of  the  rank-and-file  of  the  trade  must  now 
be  ranked  among  the  larger  dispensing  establishments.  At 
the  same  time  the  facsimile  demonstrates  the  difficulty  o: 
proving  absolute  illegibility.  We  have  been  printing  pre- 
script;on  problems  for  several  years,  and  cannot  recall 
many  instances  in  which  our  readers  have  absolutely  failed 
to  decipher  even  the  most  difficult.  In  all  instances  the 
chemists  who  have  submitted  the  originals  have  been  able 
to  dispense  them  correctly,  owing  to  familiarity  with  the 
prescriber's  style,  or  after  consultation  with  him — both 
important  factors  in  solving  such  problems.  In  the  present 
instance  the  sender  of  the  original  of  the  above  (which 
he  terms  "a  futurist  prescription")  informs  us  that  he 
dispensed  it  as  :

We  prefer  not  to  express  our  feelings  on  the  matter  :  this 
is  Christmas  week;  but  we  suggest  that  our  medical 
contemporaries  should  have  something  to  say  about  the 
prescription  after  Christmas  before  the  effects  of  plum- 
pudding  and  other  seasonable  fare  have  worn  off.  as  then 
would  be  the  time  for  them  to  express  an  opinion  upon 
the  risk  to  insured  persons  and  the  worry  to  dispensers 
through  the  use  of  such  caligraphy  in  prescriptions. 


ganates  in  the  prevention  of  tetanus  and  other  infections 
due.  to  anaerobic  organisms.  Sir  Leonard  concludes  that 
the  use  of  strong  permanganate  solution  (not  less  than 
1  in  5C0)  for  irrigating  all  earth-  and  dust-infected  wounds 
appears  to  be  well  worthy  of  trial  in  the  field.  The  anti- 
septic and  disinfecting  efficacy  of  potassium  perman- 
ganate is  considered  by  authorities  to  be  about  the  same 
as  that  of  carbolic  acid  (see  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas," 
pp.  397-398),  but  it  is  now  obvious  that  as  a  destroyer  of 
anaerobic  organisms  it  must  be  ranked  as  the  most  power- 
fid  in  the  list,  even  exceeding  in  this  respect  (according 
to  Sir  Leonard)  a  10-per  cent,  solution  of  hydrogen 
peroxide. 

Disgracing  a  Yorkshireman's  Memory. 

Oxe  of  the  journals  to  which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
is  no  longer  sent  is  "The  Pacific  Druggist/'  published 
by  the  Galen  Publishing  Co..  San  Francisco.  We  quote 
a  passage  from  an  editorial  article  in  its  November 
issue  : 

'•The  European  war  is  now  well  in  the  fourth  month'. 
From  the  very  first  the  advantages  have  been  with  the 
Germans,  and  "this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  from  the  very 
first  all  odds  were  against  them.  In  spito  of  greatly 
superior  numbers,  the  Allies  have  not  been  able  to  make 
any  appreciable  headway  against  the  steady  advance  of  the 
'  enemy.'  The  accomplishments  of  the  German  military 
svstem'  have  been  marvellous.  German  superiority  is  just 
as  evident  on  the  seas  as  it  is  on  land.  After  100  days 
of  almost  constant  fighting  no  German  territory  has  been 
invaded,  and  the  Allies  have  been  compelled  to  furnish 
the  German  armies  with  food,  while  the  home  fields  remain 
unharmed  and  are  tilled  by  busy  hands.  Boastful  England, 
with  its  enormous  fleet,  has  been  compelled  to  mine  the- 
Straits  <of  Dover  in  order  to  stay  a  possible  German 
invasion  of  London  itself,  and  the  present  indications  are 
that  even  this  measure  will  not  prove  successful.  London 
is  darkened,  while  enormous  searchlights  are  on  the  look- 
out for  the  dreaded  Zeppelins." 

We  observe  that  the  editorial  staff  of  the  paper  consists 
of  Alfred  Schneider,  editor  in  chief,  who  has  as  asso- 
ciate editors  F.  W.  Searby,  H.  I!.  Carey,  J.  H.  Dawson, 
and  E.  E.  White.  We  presume  that  it  is  Schneider  who 
disgraces  the  English  language  by  making  use  of  it  instead 
of  his  Teutonic  tongue  for  expressing  his  inaccuracies 
and  spite.  It  is  a  disgrace  to  those  associated  with  him 
and  to  American  pharmacy  that  such  a  man  should  have 
control  of  a  journal  with  which  that  good  old  Yorkshire- 
man,  the  late  Professor  W.  M.  Searby,  was  identified  in 
his  lifetime. 


Views  on  Antiseptics. 

AMONG  the  benefits  which  will  have  to  be  put  down  to 
the  credit  of  this  war  we  may  place  the  need  for  changing 
view-s  in  regard  to  antiseptics.  A  few  weeks  ago  Sir 
Almroth  Wright  reported  that  gangrene  is  due  to  an  an- 
aerobic microbe  which  ordinary  antiseptics,  such  as  mer- 
curic chloride  and  carbolic  acid,  do  not  touch,  bat  which 
is  killed  by  the  application  of  hydrogen  peroxide  or  other 
oxygen-yielding  substances.  Now  Lieut. -'Colonel  Sir 
Leonard'  Rogers,  K.C.I.E.,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Pathology 
at  Calcutta,  has  contributed  to  the  "  British  Medical 
Journal,"  December  19,  p.  1055.  an  article  on  perman- 
ganates in  sloughing  and  tetanus-infected  wounds,  the 
result  of  observations  since  1909.  when  he  first  dealt  w  ith 
the  subject  in  a  paper  before  the  Assam  branch  of  the 
British  Medical  Association.  His  present  communication 
gives  particulars  of  the  use  of  permanganates  in  sloughing 
tropical  ulcers,  cancrum  oris,  bed-sores,  suppurated 
onychia,  and  other  ailments,  besides  the  use  of  perman-

WE  cannot  consider  the  bombardment  of  Hartlepool, 
Scarborough,  and  Whitby  by  German  cruisers  on 
December  16  as  war.  The  attack  on  the  latter  two  towns 
was  certainly  a  violation  of  International  laws,  as  they 
are  not  fortified.  In  the  bombardment  over  a  hundred 
lives  were  lost  (mostly  women  and  children)  and  much 
property  was  damaged.  The  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty 
(Mr.  Winston  S.  Churchill),  in  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  of 
Scarborough,  said  : 

"  Viewed  in  its  larger  aspect,  the  incident  is  one  of  the 
most  instructive  and  encouraging  that  have  happened  in 
the  war.  Nothing  proves  more  plainly  the  effectiveness  of 
British  naval  pressure  than  the  frenzy  of  hatred  aroused 
against  us  in  the  breasts  of  the  enemy.  This  hatred  has 
.already  passed  the  frontiers  of  reason.  It  clouds  their 
vision,  it  darkens  their  counsels,  it  convulses  their  move- 
ments. We  see  a  nation  of  military  calculators  throwing 
calculation  to  the  winds;  of  strategists  who  have  lost  their 
sense  of  proportion ;  of  schemers  who  have  ceased  to  balance 
loss  and  gain.  Practically  the  whole  fast  cruiser  force  of 
the  German  navy,  including  some  great  ships  vital  to 
their  fleet  and  utterly  irreplaceable,  has  been  risked  for  the 
passing  pleasure  of  killing  as  many  English  people  as 
possible,  irrespective  of  sex,  age,  or  condition,  in  the 
limited  time  available.  .  .  .  Their  hate  is  the  measure  of  their 
fear.  Its  senseless  expression  is  the  proof  of  their  im- 
potence and  the  seal  of  their  dishonour.  Whatever  feats  of 
arms  the  German  navy  may  hereafter  perform,  the  stigma 
■  of  the  baby-killers  of  Scarborough  will  brand  its  officers 
and  men  while  sailors  sail  the  seas."

We  mentioned  last  week  that  some  damage  was  done  to 
pharmacies  in  Scarborough.  We  are  indebted  to  Mr. 
John  Whitfield,  the  veteran  pharmacist  of  the  town,  for 
some  notes  on  the  event.  Whitfield  &  Son  have 
pharmacies  at  113  Westborough.  and  6  Filey  Road,  and 
it  was  the  latter  that  was  nearer  the  line  of  fire.  Mr. 
Whitfield  says  : 

These  premises  are  a  corner  block  in  Filey  Road,  and 
we  narrowly  escaped  a  direct  visit  from  at  least  three 
shells,  which  our  neighbours  received  on  two  sides  of  our 
premises;  but  we  got  some  scattered  fragments,  which 
broke  four  shop-windows  and  several  house-windows.  Un- 
fortunately, I  neglected  to  insure  this  property,  though  I 
insured  the  shop  and  contents  in  Westborough,  also  my 
residence,  which,  though  in  a  most  prominent  position  in  a 
western  suburb  (a  mile  at  least  from  the  sea),  was  in 
danger  because  of  its  nearness  to  the  wireless  station  (a  little 
"beyond  us).  Shells  were  all  around  us,  but  we  escaped 
injury,  possibly  because  we  were  insured.  Messrs.  Clare 
&  Hunt  are  most  hardly  hit.  as  their  South  Cliff  shop  is 
smashed  up.  No  other  chemist's  shop  was  hit,  but  two  or 
three  private  residences  of  our  fellow-chemists  suffered. 

Our  correspondent  in  Scarborough  sends  us  the  follow- 
ing details  of  the  damage  to  Messrs.  Clare  &  Hunt's  pre- 
mises : 

So  far  as  can  be  gathered,  the  damage  in  South  Street 
was  done  during  the  first  period  of  the  bombardment,  and 
it  was  certainly  one  of  the  first  shells  which  struck  Messrs. 
Clare  &  Hunt's  establishment.    The  shell  which  did  most 


of  the  damage  fell  m  a  small  garden  in  front  of  the 
private  dwelling  adjoining  the  shop,  and  burst  wrecking 
the  premises  on  the  side  fronting  Alfred  Street,  and  also 
the  front  shop-window  in  South  Street,  bringing  down 
masonry,  shattering  all  the  windows,  and  displacing  all 
the  bottles  in  the  pharmacy.  At  the  present  moment  it  is 
not  possible  to  estimate  the  damage.  Three  or  four  pieces 
of  shell  were  afterwards  discovered  in  a  bedroom  above 
the  shop,  and  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  cf  the 
wrecked  premises  other  pieces  of  shell  have  been  picked 
up  since. 

Mrs.  John  Clare,  in  an  interview  with  our  correspondent, 
said  :  "I  was  dressing  in  the  dressing-room  when  the  first 
shell  was  fired.  I  ran  in  to  my  husband,  and  he  said  to  me, 
'  They  have  come  at  last.'  I  cannot  tell  what  interval  of 
time  elapsed,  but  it  was  not  very  long  before  the  maid 
came  upstairs  and  knocked  at  the  door,  and  we  took  her 
into  our  room,  and  she  told  me  that  our  porter  had  been 
killed  in  the  doorway.  We  were  together  for  some  little 
time,  then  I  went  downstairs  and  assured  myself  that  Ellis 
was  dead — he  was  lying  on  the  doorstep.  During  the  whole 
of  this  period  the  bombardment  continued,  and  then  there 
was  a  lull.  While  looking  out  of  one  of  our  windows  over- 
looking the  sea,  I  saw  thick  smoke  overhanging  the  Castle 
Hill,  and  I  could  make  out  a  big  ship  very  close  in  shore.

My  maid  called  me  from  the  window,  and  a  few  minutes 
afterwards  the  window  came  in.  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
premises  received  more  than  one  shell.  My  maid  after- 
wards informed  me  that  she  saw  Leonard  Ellis,  our  porter, 
killed.  He  had  arrived  at  his  work  just  before  the  bom- 
bardment began.  When  he  heard  the  gun-firing,  he  ran 
outside,  saying,  '  They  have  come.  Where  is  Master  and 
Missus  ?  '  and  with  that  he  was  struck  down  dead,  and  at 
the  same  time  Harry  Frith,  warehouseman  at  Messrs.  Land 
&  Co.'s,  grocers  and  provision-dealers,  two  doors  away,  from 
our  shop,  was  also  killed  on  the  spot.  As  an  indication  of 
the  narrow  escape  which  we  had  ourselves,  I  may  say  that 
three  pieces  of  shell  were  afterwards  discovered  on  the  bed 
we  had  occupied  just  before,  and  a  medicine-glass  on  a 
side-table  was  shattered." 

Mr.  John  Clare  regrets  that  owing  to  the  numerous 
letters  he  has  received  he  is  unable  to  reply  to  them 
individually,  but  he  hopes  that  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  will  allow  him  to  thank  his  many  corre- 
spondents for  their  very  kind  expressions  of  sympathy. 

Mr.  Clare  is  deeply  grieved  at  the  loss  of  his  faithful 
porter.  Leonard  Ellis  served  him  well  for  thirty-two  years, 
and  Mr.  Clare  is  very  much  touched  by  the  fact  that  the 
poor  man's  last  thoughts  were  for  the  safety  of  his  master 
and  mistress.  Ellis  was  a  widower,  forty-nine  years  of 
age,  and  left  a  son  and  daughter.  His  funeral  took  place 
at  Scarborough  on  Saturday,  and  among  the  floral  tributes 
was  one  "  From  his  old  employer.    (Faithful  unto  death." 


Hankow  Wood  Oil.— The  British  Consul,  in  his  annual 
report  on  the  trade  of  Hankow  during  1913,  notes  that 
there  was  a  poor  demand  in  consequence  of  a  good  linseed- 
crop  in  Argentina,  and  prices  dropped  to  8.60  taels  per 
picul,  which  level  has  not  been  reached  for  some  years. 
We  note  however,  that  the  exports  from  Hankow  last  year 
were  larger  than  in  1912,  being  748,573  piculs,  against 
714,156  piculs. 
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Insurance  Act  Dispensing.

Inquiry  by  tbe  Commissioners. 

A  Committee  of  Inquiry  appointed  by  the  Commissioners 
sat  at  the  Labour  Exchange,  Sheffield,  on  December  23,  to 
hear  a  representation  by  the  Sheffield  Insurance  Committee 
that  the  continuance  on  the  panel  of  Dr.  Arthur  Joe  Rol- 
linson  is  prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  medical  service 
under  the  Act.  Mr.  J.  Fischer  Williams,  barrister,  pre- 
sided, and  it  was  decided  that  a  rehearing  of  the  evidence 
should  be  taken. 

The  complaints  dealt  with  were :  (a)  Neglect  of  a  patient, 
charging  for  medicines  and  for  death-certificate;  (b)  that 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  patient  he  refrained  from  signing 
a  female  worker  as  capable  of  following  her  employment. 
A  third  case  could  not  be  proceeded  with  as  the  insured 
person  is  on  active  service.  The  defence  did  not  admit 
neglect,  but  it  was  admitted  that  the  doctor  might  have 
•erred  in  ignorance  in  the  case  of  the  death-certificate  and 
the  charging  for  medicine.  The  Committee  will  report  to 
the  Commissioners,  who  will  issue  their  decision  in  due 
■course. 


Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

With   special    reference    to    the    supply  of  medicines  and 
appliances.    See  also  Winter  Session. 

Bath.— The  Insurance  Committee  has  requested  the  Joint 
Service  Sub-Committee  to  confer  with  the  Panel  and  Phar- 
maceutical Committees,  with  a  view  to  an  agreement  being 
arrived  at  as  to  a  local  Pharmacopoeia.  Two  chemists  have 
withdrawn  from  the  panel,  leaving  twenty-three  on  the  list 
for  1915. 

Birkenhead — Payments  to  chemists  for  the  eleven 
months  to  December  11,  1914,  amounted  to  3,800/.  3s.  5d, 
With  one  exception,  panel  chemists  have  undertaken  service 
for  1915. 

Birmingham.—  As  a  result  of  an  inquiry  into  the  matter 
of  excessive  prescribing  during  1913,  the  Panel  Committee 
has  recommended  several  doctors  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee for  surcharge,  and  has  decided  to  issue  a  circular 
letter  to  pane]  practitioners  drawing  their  attention  to 
the  fact  that  any  practitioner  in  whose  case  the  cost  of 
prescribing  per  insured  person  on  his  list  exceeds  2s.  will 
be  liable  to  surcharge. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  was  held  on  December  17  to  consider  a  scheme 
suggested  by  the  Insurance  Committee  for  the  scrutiny  of 
prescriptions  by  their  staff  and  at  their  own  offices.  The 
proposal  was  disapproved. 

Darwen.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
December  17  it  was  stated  that  625  panel  chemists  in  Lanca- 
shire had  signed  the  1915  agreements,  compared  with  674 
at  the  beginning  of  1914. 

Hertfordshire.-The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  Decem- 
ber 21,  when  the  Clerk  reported  that  the  1915  panel  list 
contains  the  names  of  seventy-five  chemists.  With  regard 
to  the  Drug  Tariff,  the  Clerk's  report  stated  that  the  Tariff 
for  1915,  approved  by  the  Committee  at  its  last  meeting, 
provides  that  drugs  not  included  in  the  Tariff  shall  be 
priced  according  to  the  principles  upon  which  the  Drug 
Tariff  is  based,  the  cost  price  of  each  drug  being  ascer- 
tained by  reference  to  the  price-lists  of  a  wholesale  house 
to  be  agreed  upon.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  sug- 
gested the  price-lists  of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  and  to 
this  the  Committee  agreed. 

leeils.— The  Insurance  Committee  paid  on  December  18 
95  per  cent,  for  the  month  ended  November  11,  exclusive 
of  special  drugs;  80  per  cent,  for  special  war  drugs  for 
August  to  October.  Also  a  small  cheque  for  urgent  fees 
deducted  from  accounts  rendered  previously,  and  afterwards 
found  out  they  could  not  legally  knock  off. 

London.  -According  to  the  report  of  the  Medical  Benefit 
.Sub-Committee  presented  to  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
December  17  (see  C.  it-  D.,  December  19,  p.  62),  the  Drug 
Fund  for  the  period  October  to  December  1914  is  not  likely 
to  exceed  20,000/.  The  Sub-Committee  estimates  that  the 
•cost  of  drugs,  etc.,  supplied  during  October  1914  will  not 
exceed  15,000/.  The  same  Sub-Committeo  recommended 
that  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  cost  prices  of  drugs 
not  included  in  the  Tariff,  reference  shall  be  made  to  the 
price-list  of  a  wholesale  house  named  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee.  An  interim  report  of  a  section  of 
the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  as  to  the  facilities  for 
insured  persons  obtaining  clinical  investigation  and  treat- 


ment at  the  Metropolitan  hospitals,  and  the  sufficiency  of 
the  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  Medical  Benefit  in 
the  various  Metropolitan  boroughs,  was  also  presented  by 
the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee.  The  report  dealt  with 
the  boroughs  of  Bermondsey,  Camberwell,  Lambeth,  and 
Southwark,  and  the  Sub-Committee  concludes  that  the 
economic  and  social  conditions  of  certain  industrial  areas, 
particularly  in  Bermondsey  and  Southwark,  are  such  that 
insured  persons  must  necessarily  experience  difficulty  in  find- 
ing time  to  visit  the  panel  practitioners  and  chemists  at 
a  reasonable  hour.  The  difficulties,  they  consider,  could 
be  largely  overcome  by  a  system  of  co-operation  between 
the  medical  practitioners  which  would  be  to  the  advantage 
of  the  insured,  the  doctors,  and  the  chemists.  In  regard 
to  the  pharmaceutical  service,  the  Sub-Committee  concludes 
from  the  evidence  that  the  number  of  shops  for  the  supply 
of  drugs  and  appliances  is  adequate.  The  delay  experi- 
enced at  the  beginning  of  1913  was  due  to  congestion 
resulting  from  the  introduction  of  a  new  system,  since 
dealt  with  efficiently  by  the  pharmacists.  The  numbers 
of  panel  chemists'  shops  in  these  districts  are :  Ber- 
mondsey, 22;  Southwark,  20;  Camberwell,  42;  and  Lam- 
beth, 72.  In  regard  to  the  proposed  rota  which  is  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  the 
Sub-Committee  would  like  to  see  a  definite  scheme 
approved  by  the  Insurance  Committee  at  an  early  date. 
Among  those  who  gave  evidence  before  the  Section  were 
the  following  panel  chemists :  Messrs.  A.  Barnett,  C.  H. 
Siddle,  J.  Wellesley  Douglas,  W.  J.  Hopkinson,  and  C.  H. 
Burden.  The  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee  reported  that 
six  complaints  against  medical  practitioners  had  been  in- 
vestigated by  them,  five  of  which  had  not  been  substan- 
tiated. The  same  Sub-Committee  also  reported  considera- 
tion of  a  question  as  to  whether  treatment  by  salvarsan  is 
a  service  which  can,  consistently  with  the  best  interests  of 
the  patient,  be  properly  undertaken  by  a  general  practi- 
tioner of  ordinary  competence  and  skill.  The  Sub-Com- 
mittee had  answered  the  question  in  the  negative,  and 
recommended  that  the  Commissioners  be  informed^  of  their 
decision.    There  were  no  complaints  against  chemists. 

Rochdale.— The  Insurance  Committee  has  decided  to  pay 
to  chemists  850/.,  equal  to  90  per  cent,  of  the  estimated 
sum  available,  for  the  quarter  ending  December  31,  1914. 
No  chemists  have  withdrawn  on  account  of  the  new 
agreements. 

Salford.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee_  on 
December  17  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  stating  that  that  Committee  viewed  with  grave 
concern  the  probable  effect  of  the  war  upon  the  Drug  Fund, 
and  pointing  out  that  many  thousands  of  good  lives  cease 
to  be  contributors  upon  enlistment,  and  on  discharge  will 
return  to  benefit,  a  large  proportion  of  them  being  wounded 
or  chronic  invalids  through  hardship  or  exposure.  They 
urged  the  Committee  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Com- 
missioners, with  a  view  to  some  grant  being  made  to  meet 
the  difficulty  that  is  sure  to  arise.  It  was  decided  to  con- 
sider the  whole  question  of  Medical  Benefit  as  affected  by 
the  war  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  (C.  &  D., 
December  12,  p.  59). 

Smethwlck.— The  Special  Sub-Committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  question  of  "excessive  sickness"  in  the  dis- 
trict during  1913,  having  obtained  statistical  records  from 
the  Approved  Societies  relating  to  the  rates  of  sickness 
among  their  members  in  the  Committee's  area,  have 
reported  that  the  figures  submitted  strongly  support  the 
view  that  sickness  incidence  was  excessive,  and  they  recom- 
mend that  representations  should  be  made  to  the  Insurance 
Committee,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  an  extra  grant  to 
meet  chemists'  accounts  for  1913.  In  support  of  the  recom- 
mendation, the  Sub-Committee  point  out  that,  excluding 
the  first  quarter  of  1914,  the  drug  accounts  have  fallen 
considerably  during  the  present  year,  indicating  that  the 
high  cost  of  drugs  during  1913  should  not  be  taken  as 
normal  for  the  district.  This  view  is  confirmed  by  the 
experience  of  local  practitioners  and  by  the  fact  that  the 
"case-value"  for  the  local  area  during  the  period  under  con- 
sideration is,  with  one  exception,  the  lowest  in  the  country 
(figures  being  available  for  104  out  of  125  areas). 

Surrey.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  December  23, 
when  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported  that  the 
Panel  Committee  had  prepared  a  circular  for  issue  _  to 
panel  practitioners,  containing  suggestions  as  to  effecting 
economy  in  prescribing,  and  that  the  "  barred  "  list  issued 
by  the  Committee  in  January  1914  (C.  &  D.,  February  7, 
1914,  p.  53)  will  be  inoperative  after  December  31,  1914, 
and  after  that  date  any  article  prescribed  by  a  panel  practi- 
tioner (except  unscheduled  appliances)  will  be  paid  for, 
subject  to  the  amount  available  in  the  Drug  Fund.  It  was 
further  reported  that  the  Panel  Committee  agrees  to  the 
proposal   that  the  reduced  fees  on  stock  mixtures  shoufd 
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not  be  put  into  operation  during  1915 ;  the  Panel  Committee, 
however,  propose  to  introduce  a  special  Pharmacopoeia  for 
the  convenience  of  doctors  and  chemists,  but  the  mixtures 
contained  therein  will  be  dispensed  by  the  chemist  on  each 
occasion,  and  will  not  be  kept  in  bulk.  Regarding  the 
Commissioners'  inquiry  as  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee's claim  for  administrative  expenses  (C.  cfc  D.,  Novem- 
ber 28,  p.  62),  the  Panel  Committee  reported  that  it  will 
be  prepared  to  approve  of  the  application  if  the  estimate 
is  reduced  from  215?.  to  50?.  plus  share  of  the  cost  of 
checking  prescriptions.  The  Sub-Committee  disagreed  with 
the  Panel  Committee,  and  recommended  the  Committee  to 
recommend  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  be  granted  115?.  plus  its  share  of  the  cost  of 
checking  prescriptions  (100?.).  Mr.  F.  E.  Coles  has  given 
notice  of  a  motion  embodying  the  attitude  of  the  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee  in  regard  to  the  stock-mixture  clause. 
The  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Sub-Committee  reported 
that  it  had  sanctioned  payment  of  chemists'  accounts  for 
the  month  ended  November  11,  1914,  amounting  to 
884?.  13s.  Id.,  and  also  the  balances  of  the  April  and  May 
accounts  (188?.  10s.  6c?.). 

Yorkshire.—  The  West  Riding  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee met  on  December  17,  when  it  was  resolved  that 
the  pharmaceutical  press  should  be  supplied  with  an 
official  report  of  each  meeting.  The  report  of  the 
Tariff  Committee  was  presented.  The  Committee  had 
effectively  opposed  the  proposal  to  reduce  dispensing- 
fees  on  stock  mixtures,  and  had  secured  the  approval 
of  the  new  Tariff.  They  had  also  secured  the  acceptance  of 
the  price-list  of  a  typical  w-holesale  house  for  the  pricing  of 
non-Tariff  drugs.  It  was  decided  to  draw  the  attention  of 
practitioners  to  the  position  of  insured  persons  who  are 
serving  with  the  Forces,  and  who  consult  their  panel  doctors 
and  obtain  prescriptions,  which  are  a  drain  on  the  Drug 
Fund.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the  proofs  of  the  West 
Riding  panel  lists  of  chemists  and  others  were  only  sent 
to  him  two  days  before  they  were  required  for  the  printers, 
and  were  therefore  passed  conditionally.  He  requests  that 
chemists  will  report  any  error  to  him.  Eight  meetings  of 
the  Committee  have  been  held  during  the  year,  the  average 
attendance  being  thirteen. 

SCOTLAND. 

Dundee.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
December  16  it  was  stated  that  the  Clerk  had  reported  to 
the  Commissioners  that  the  Committee  disapproves  of  the 
Central  Prescription-checking  Bureau  idea,  and  a  circular 
from  the  Commissioners  was  read  intimating  that,  as  a 
majority  of  Scottish  Insurance  Committees  are  in  favour  of 
the  proposal,  they  require  Insurance  Committees  to  com- 
bine, as  from  January  1,  1915,  for  the  purpose  of  scrutinis- 
ing accounts  and  of  furnishing  statistical  returns  in  con- 
nection therewith.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion  it  was 
stated  that  the  majority  of  the  Committees  are  opposed 
to  the  Commissioners'  decision,  and  the  Committee  decided 
to  obtain  further  information  as  to  the  accuracy  of 
this  statement.— The  official  lists  of  doctors,  chemists,  and 
others  for  1915  shows  fifty-four  on  the  medical  panel,  fifty- 
two  chemists,  and  three  persons  or  firms  for  the  supply  of 
appliances  only. 

Edinburgh.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Panel  Committee  on 
November  24  it  was  reported  that  the  Insurance  Committee 
had  resolved  to  support  the  proposed  Prescription-checking 
Bureau  on  the  condition  that  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  should  each  pay  one-third  of  the  expenses.  The 
Panel  Committee  decided  that  as,  in  their  opinion,  this 
work  formed  part  of  the  administration  of  Medical  Benefit, 
and  as  the  Commissioners  had  stated  (Memo.  598)  that  by 
a  Parliamentary  grant  each  Committee  would  be  provided 
with  sufficient  funds  to  carry  out  its  work,  the  Committee 
could  not  see  its  way  to  agree  to  these  conditions.  It  was 
decided  to  call  a  meeting  of  local  panel  practitioners  at  an 
early  date  for  the  purpose  of  eliciting  local  opinion.  The 
Committee  also  considered  the  reports  of  the  checker  on 
excessive  prescribing  from  July  12  io  September  11,  1914, 
and  returned  negative  answers  to  the  questions :  (1)  Has 
a  patient  a  right  to  request  that  only  part  of  a  prescription 
ordered  for  him  or  her  be  supplied  ?  (2)  Should  a  chemist, 
to  avoid  possible  waste,  comply  with  such  a  request ?  As 
to  a  question  with  regard  to  a  prescription  evidently 
intended  for  a  hair-stimulant,  it  was  resolved  to  reply 
that,  while  the  Committee  objects  to  the  ordering  of  toilet- 
requisites,  such  a  prescription  might  be  required  in  patho- 
logical conditions,  and  in  such  cases  it  would  be  advisable 
that  the  chemist  should  communicate  with  the  doctor  before 
dispensing  the  prescription.  The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  write  to  certain  doctors  regarding  (a)  excessive  pre- 
scribing, (b)  the  use  of  proprietary  medicines,  and  (c)  care- 
lessness in  taking  account  of  the   number    of   days  tho 


medicine  should  last.  Chemists  have  now  been  officially 
supplied  with  the  list  of  emergency  drugs  and  appliances 
recommended  at  a  recent  joint  meeting  of  Sub-Committees 
of  tho  Insurance,  Panel,  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
(C.  dj  D.,  November  28,  p.  63),  and  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioners. Supplies  should  be  ordered  by  practitioners  on 
the  prescription-forms,  marked  "  St.,"  and,  except  where 
otherwise  noted,  Tariff  prices  are  to  be  charged.  Panel 
chemists  have  been  asked  by  circular-letter  to  notify  the 
Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee  whether  they  do  night 
dispensing  and  keep  open  shop  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 
This  information  is  to  be  placed  opposite  the  chemist's  name' 
in  the  panel-lists,  as  it  is  felt  that  information  should  be 
available  to  enable  insured  persons  to  have  urgent  pre- 
scriptions dispensed. 

Glasgow.— The  Panel  Committee  has  issued  a  circular- 
letter  to  panel  practitioners,  the  average  cost  of  whose 
prescriptions  during  the  period  January  12  to  April  30, 
1914,  exceeded  the  general  average.  Practitioners  arc  sup- 
jjlicd  with  figures  relating  to  their  prescribing,  and  are 
requested,  if  there  are  any  special  circumstances  which 
would  account  for  the  high  average  cost  of  their  prescrip- 
tions, to  submit  them  in  writing  to  the  Committee.  We 
learn  that  this  is  the  first  step  taken  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
and  Panel  Committees  as  a  result  of  the  investigation  intoi 
the  excessive  drain  on  the  Drug  Fund  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  current  year.  Any  further  step  is  meantime 
delayed  until  explanations  are  received. 

Kilmarnock.  —Panel  chemists  have  agreed  to  undertake- 
service  for  1915,  subject  to  a  bonus  being  granted  as  in 
the  past  two  years.  This  means  that  payments  to  chemists 
will  be  made  up  to  Is.  5f?.  per  insured  person  if  the  drug- 
accounts  do  not  reach  that  amount.  The  question  was- 
discussed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee., 
when  it  was  suggested  that  a  protest  should  be  made  against 
the  payment  of  a  bonus,  but  it  was  pointed  out  that  the- 
Commissioners  have  distinctly  stated  that  the  bonus  to 
chemists  will  remain  in  force  during  1915. 

Kirkcaldy.— During  a  discussion  on  the  high  drug- 
accounts  at  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
December  18,  two  members  alleged  that  there  is  .a  wastage,, 
owing  to  drugs  being  prescribed  for  several  -weeks  forward. 
Judge  Peebles  said  that  his  experience  is  quite  the  reverse, 
the  doctors  usually  prescribing  sufficient  for  from  three  to- 
six  days.  The  question  was  remitted  to  the  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee. 

Renfrewshire.- The  Insurance  Committee  has  decided 
to  take  part  in  the  establishment  of  the  Central  Prescrip- 
tion-checking Bureau,  the  Insurance,  Panel,  and  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  each  paying  one-third  of  the  expenses. 
'The  Panel  Committee  on  November  25  considered  a  letter 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  suggesting  that  the 
wording  of  tho  general  resolution  regarding  dispensing  irs 
rural  areas  previously  agreed  upon  (C.  cO  1).,  January  17, 
1914,  p.  57)  should  be  altered  to  the  following: 

"  Practitioners  shall  be  allowed  to  dispense  in  rural  areas  pro- 
vided no  panel  chemist  has  a  place  of  business  in  the  same  village- 
or  town  as  that  in  whi:-h  the  doctor's  residence  is  situated.'' 

The  Panel  Committee  decided  to  adhere  to  the  former 
resolution,   but  expressed    its    willingness    to  consider  on 
its  merits  any  case  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Coinmittei 
might  bring  forward  in  which  the  spirit  or  the  letter  of  the- 
resolution  has  not  been  observed. 

WALES. 

Monmouthshire.— Tho  Insurance  Committee  on  Decem- 
ber 16  considered  a  letter  from  tho  Association  of  Welsh 
Insurance  Committees  stating  that  the  Association  has  under 
consideration  the  question  of  the  setting-up  of  a  Central. 
Prescription-checking  Bureau,  and  inquiring  whether  the 
Monmouthshire  Committee  would  be  prepared  to  have  their 
prescriptions  checked  by  such  a  Bureau,  if  established. 
Several  members  spoke  against  tho  Committee  making  use- 
of  the  proposed  Bureau,  holding  that  their  present  system 
of  checking  is  perfectly  satisfactory.  It  was  resolved  to- 
take  no  action  until  a  definite  scheme  is  evolved. 


The  imports  of  ginseng-root  of  foreign  origin  into  Hankow 
during  1913  amounted  to  13,121  piculs,  against  7,483  piculs 
in  1912.  The  value  was  130,408  Haikuan  taels  (about 
19,500?.). 

Adulteration  of  Chinese  Galls.— The  British  Consul  at 
Hankow  writes  in  his  annual  report:  "  It  would  be  of  great 
assistance  to  exporters  if  means  could  be  found  to  put  a 
stop  to  adulteration,  to  which  Chinese  merchants  are  very 
much  addicted,  even  to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent.,  while  in 
some  cases  consumers  have  complained  that  they  have  found 
valonia."  The  exports  from  Hankow  during  1913  amount..'  I 
to  44,541  piculs,  against  40.574  piculs  in  1912. 
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Pocket  Formulary  for  the  Treat  incut  of  Disease  in  Chil- 
dren. By  L.  Freyberger,  M.D.  Fifth.  Heine- 
mann.    7.5-.  6d.  net. 

This  is  a  dictionary  of  official  and  non-official  drugs 
used  in  the  treatment  of  children's  diseases.  Under  the 
name  of  each  drug  its  properties,  use,  therapeutics,  dose, 
and  incompatibles  are  described.  Formulae  are  also  given 
for  the  elegant  presentation  of  the  drug.  There  is  also 
an  Appendix,  describing  various  forms  of  baths,  gargles, 
sprays,  etc.,  and  giving  concise  directions  for  the  use  of 
tuberculin  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  with  a  therapeutic 
index,  giving  under  various  diseases  the  drugs  used  in 
their  treatment  and  a  list  of  poisons  with  symptoms  and 
treatment.  The  book  is  nicely  got  up  and  bound  in  limp 
leather,  and  should  prove  a  useful  memory-refresher  to 
the  inexperienced  prescriber.  We  should  be  inclined  to 
differ  from  the  author  in  recommending  camphor-water  to 
disguise  the  taste  of  spt.  tether,  nit.  and  other  nauseous 
drugs,  and  to  sympathise  with  any  self-respecting  child 
who  decided  to  have  none  of  it.  It  is  somewhat  sur- 
prising to  read  in  a  modern  book  that  calcium  lactate  is 
used  in  diabetes,  while  there  is  no  reference  to  its  use  in 
purpura  and  urticaria.  We  should  also  have  thought  that 
ergot  (a  drug  which  raises  blood-pressure)  was  quite 
unsuitable  for  the  treatment  of  haemoptysis  and  hsemor- 
rhagic  (nephritis.  Iodoform  is  referred  to  as  a  powerful 
antiseptic,  although  it  has  been  proved  to  be  quite  a 
medium  for  organismal  growth — a  fact  which  makes  it 
necessary  to  sterilise  it  in  mercuric-chloride  solution  before 
injecting  into  tuberculous  cavities.  The  usefulness  of 
pilocarpine  in  the  treatment  of  syphilitic  disease  of  the 
internal  ear  is  not  mentioned.

Of  the  many  works  on  chemistry  written  or 
edited  by  Dr.  George  Lunge,  the  celebrated  Swiss 
chemist,  none  is  of  greater  importance  than  "Technical 
.Methods  of  Chemical  Analysis,"  the  German  original  of 
which  was  prepared  in  collaboration  with  about 
forty  Continental  chemical  experts.  In  that  form,  how- 
ever, the  work  was  not  entirely  suited  for  the  con- 
ditions of  this  country,  so  that  in  translating  it  another 
set  of  about  thirty  British  chemical  experts  collaborated 
with  Dr.  C.  A.  Keane,  the  Principal  of  the  Sir  John 
Cass  Technical  Institute,  London.  The  result  is  the 
production  of  a  monumental  work  on  chemical  analysis 
with  an  indisputable  authority  behind  it.  Volume  III. 
under  review  is  in  two  parts,  in  separate  bindings,  and 
forms  the  concluding  volume  of  the  English  edition.  The 
scope  of  the  volume  is  best  indicated  by  noting  the 
various  sections  and  their  authors  :

It  will  be  noted  that  several  of  the  sections  are  of 
direct  pharmaceutical  interest,  but  most  of  the  others- 
touch  upon  matters  in  which  our  readers  have  interest. 
For  example,  ichthyol  is  dealt  with  in  the  mineral-oil 
section  and  the  valuation  of  malt  extract  in  the  brewing- 
material  section.  There  are  valuable  tables  at  the  end, 
of  the  oil  section  (repeated  in  the  appendix)  which  give- 
the  whole  of  the  physical  characters  of  vegetable  and 
animal  oils  and  fats  used  for  identification-purposes.  Dr. 
Dieterich  also  gives  tables  of  characters  and  standards 
of  various  balsams,  resins,  and  gum-resins.  Asafetida  is 
not  one  of  those  included,  but  the  section  is  prefaced  with 
a  concise  account  of  the  various  methods  of  determining 
these  values.  The  section  on  drugs  which  Dr.  Power  has 
revised  is  divided  into  vegetable  drugs  (including  the- 
principal  crude  drugs  of  commerce)  and  galenical  pre- 
parations (a  small  sub-section  of  six  pages).  The  alk'a- 
loidal  determinations  of  such  drugs  as  cinchona,  bella- 
donna, hydrcstis,  and  ipecacuanha  are  those  of  the- 
German  Pharmacopoeia,  others — e.g.,  digitalis — are- 
Keller's.  In  the  section  on  essential  oils  the  special 
methods  of  analysis  are  first  given,  and  then  in  detail: 
the  constants  of  thirty-two  essential  oik  of  commercial 
or  industrial  importance.  The  part  dealing  with  organic 
preparations  (about  100  pages)  comprises  seventy-five  sub- 
stances— e.g.,  acetanilide,  acetic  acid,  r.cetyl-salicylic  acid- 
hydroquinone.  quinine,  sulphonal,  and  thymol.  Thc- 
appendix  consists  of  thirty-eight  tables  collected  front 
the  text  of  the  two  parts.  There  are  subject  and  author 
indices.

Birkenhead.— The  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Association  of 
Pharmacists  held  their  first  hot-pot  supper  and  smoking- 
concert  on  December  16  at  Clugston's  Restaurant,  Victoria 
Road,  New  Brighton.  The  arrangements  were  in  the  hands 
of  the  Wallasey  members  of  the  Association.  The  evening's 
entertainment  was  a  very  great  success  in  every  respect,  and 
there  were  about  forty  members  present. 

Chemical  Society.— A  meeting  was  held  in  Burlington 
House  on  Thursday  evening,  December  17,  Professor  W.  H 
Parker,  F.R.S.,  LL.D.  (President),  in  the  chair-.  The  first 
paper  was  by  Mr.  F.  Tutin  on  Isodibcnzoylglucoxylose, 
this  being  a  continuation  of  a  paper  read  some  time  ago 
on  the  bitter  principle  obtained  from  the  Australian  hop- 
plant,  Daviesia  latifolia.  This  principle  on  hydrolysis  with 
cold  baryta  gives  barium  benzoate  and  a  body  of  the 
formula  C,oHaoO,o.  The  latter  body  is  not  crystalline,  but 
on  hydrolysis  yields  both  glucose  and  xylose.  It  is  thus  a 
new  disaccharide  glucoxylose.  The  bitter  principle  from 
which  it  is  obtained  melts  at  147°  to  148°  C,  and  is  from 
the  above  reaction  a  benzoyl  derivative  of  the  carbohydrate. 
The  mother-liquor  from  the  preparation  of  this  benzoyl 
compound  yields  a  body  which  is  not  pure.  By  repeated 
crystallisation  a  pure  sample  of  the  benzoyl  derivate  is 
obtained,  melting  at  153°  to  154°  C,  and  besides  this 
another  body  which  is  isomeric  with  it  and  melts  at  173° 
to  174°  C.  This  on  hydrolysis  also  yields  benzoic  acid,  and 
the  author  concludes  that  it  is  isodibenzoylglucoxylose. 
A  paper  was  also  read  on  Som,e  Aromatic  Selenium  Com- 
pounds by  Dr.  F.  L.  Pyman.  Work  was  started  on  these 
compounds  to  endeavour  to  prepare  some  body  which  might 
be  used  medicinally,  since  in  the  case  of  arsenic  the 
maximum  dose  of  the  metalloid  is  greatly  increased  by 
combining  it  with  aromatic  groups.  Thus,  while  the  dose 
of  arsenious  acid  is  only  J-s  grain,  which  is  equivalent  to 
0.0033  gram  of  arsenic,  the  dose  of  arsenic  tolerated  is 
raised  to  0.015  in  the  case  of  atoxyl.  The  body  it  was 
desired  to  prepare  was  aminophenyl  selenic  acid.  To  pre- 
pare this  diphenyldiselenide  is    dropped  into  nitric  acid, 


when  phenyl  selenide  results.  From  this  phenyl  selenic 
acid  is  readily  obtained,  which  may  be  converted  into  a 
nitrate  of  the  formula  C0HsSe(OH)2N02.  This  body  resists 
the  ordinary  nitrating  reactions,  but  a  nitro  body, 
CH4NO2.SeO.OH,  may  be  prepared  by  the  action  of 
sulphuric  acid  and  potassium  nitrate.  It  is  probable  that 
the  body  formed  is  the  meta  compound,  arguing  from  the 
usual  procedure  of  these  reactions.  By  treating  this  suit- 
ably, a  compound,  N02.C6H4Se— SeC6H«N02,  may  be  ob- 
tained, and,  by  reduction,  the  corresponding  amide.  This 
is  then  acetylated,  and  the  seleno-acetanilide  on  oxidation 
and  treatment  with  alkali  yields  a  body  of  the  composition 
CHa.CO.NH.CJLSeOaM.  The  removal  of  the  base  with 
acid  leads  also  to  the  removal  of  the  acetyl-group  and  the 
formation  of  the  acid  required,  NH2.C6H«Se03H.  The 
physiological  characteristics  of  this  body  have  not  yet  been 
investigated.  The  last  paper  was  by  Messrs.  G.  Barger 
and  W.  W.  Starling  on  Blue  Adsorption-compounds  of 
Iodine.  In  this  the  authors  continue  their  work  on  these 
peculiar  bodies,  and  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  more 
negative  the  colloid  is  when  precipitated,  the  more  readily 
it  forms  these  compounds.  Thus  in  some  cases  acids,  and 
in  other  cases  alkalies,  enhance  the  effect.  They  suggest 
that  the  action  of  enzymes  is  based  on  a  similar  principle, 
and  suppose  that  the  enzymes  adsorb  the  foodstuffs  and 
then  decompose  them.  Thus  they  explain  the  difference  in 
action  of  pepsin  in  acid  and  alkaline  media. 

Chesterfield.  —A  meeting  of  the  Chesterfield  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  on  December  8  at  the  Hotel 
Portland.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  T.  E.  Furness 
(President),  and  there  were  also  present  eight  members  and 
Mr.  J.  H.  Toplis  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  New  B.P.  was 
discussed,  and  the  alteration  in  strength  of  tr.  opii  was 
particularly  criticised.  It  was  decided  to  close  on  Christmas 
Day,  Boxing  Day,  and  New  Year's  Day,  and  that  owing  to 
the  unsettled  state  of  the  country  the  annual  social  function 
should  be  abandoned.  Mr.  F.  J.  Houston  gave  an  account 
of  the  County  Association's  meeting  at  Derby.  A  motion 
was  set  on  foot  for  Earlier  Closing  on  Saturday  nights — 
viz.,  10  o'clock — but  as  this  met  with  a  vigorous  opposition 
from  one  or  two  sources  it  was  withdrawn.  The  meeting 
then  resolved  itself  into  an  extraordinary  meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  an  alteration  of  Rule  4.  [Through  an  error, 
which  we  much  regret,  the  names  of  the  President  and  Hon. 
Secretary  of  this  Association  are  incorrectly  given  in  The 
Chemist" and  Druggist  Diary,  1915.  The  correct  list  was 
published  in  the  C.  cfc  D.,  October  10,  p.  56.] 

Glasgow.- The  opening  meeting  of  the  new  session  of 
the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists'  Association 
was  held  at  180  West  Regent  Street,  on  Thursday,  Decem- 
ber 17.  Mr.  A.  McMillan  (President)  alluded  sympa- 
thetically to  the  decease  of  the  two  old  honorary  members, 
Mr.  W. 'S.  Galbraith,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  Robt.  Brodie,  and  also 
of  Mr.  C.  H.  Pfeiffer.  He  then  delivered  his  opening 
address,  taking  for  his  subject  Our  Association:  A  Policy 
and  a  Pica.  He  fancied  that  the  next  generation  will 
probably  divide  pharmaceutical  history  into  two  periods — 
"  before"  and  "  after"  the  Insurance  Act.  With  regard  to 
the  Act  itself,  he  thought  that  the  words  of  Mrs.  Poyser  in 
reference  to  the  Scots  gardener  were  very  applicable.  She 
had  "  nothing  to  say  again'  him,  only  it  was  a  pity  he 
couldna  be  hatched  o'er  again,  and  hatched  different."  Ho 
deprecated  a  probable  deterioration  in  the  standard  of  pre- 
scribing and  dispensing  as  a  result  of  the  Act,  and  thought 
the  reason  to  be  chiefly  the  fact  that  too  little  money  had 
been  sot  aside  for  the  Drug  Fund.  He  also  advocated  a 
closer  connection  between  the  Association  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee.  He  was  satisfied,  personally,  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  had  done  its  work  admir- 
ably. He  also  discussed  the  P.A.T.A.  and  the  Shops  Act, 
and  urged  that  the  Association  should  obtain  a  larger  suite 
of  rooms  under  its  own  caretaker.  A  discussion  followed, 
and  Mr.  McMillan  was  cordially  thanked  for  his  address, 
on  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour.  The  Secretary  (Mr. 
G.  Shiach  Kitchin)  announced  that  fourteen  new  members

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets.

Agar-agar. — Recently  there  has  been  more  demand,  and 
the  existing  stocks  are  much  smaller  than  anticipated  ;  from. 
m.400  to  m.410  per  100  kilos,  is  quoted. 

Ammonium  Sulphate.— The  Berlin  market  is  active,  but 
the  demand  can  only  be  partially  met,  as  the  total  home 
production  has  been  sold  until  April  1,  1915.  Moreover, 
large  quantities  are  required  for  the  manufacture  of  salt- 
petre. Formerly  Austria  imported  considerable  quantities 
of  the  sulphate  from  Germany,  and  again  badly  want- 
supplies,  so  that  both  German  and  Austrian  agriculture  are- 
likely  to  suffer.  The  market  is  now  at  the  mercy  of  specu- 
lators, and  it  is  expected  that  the  authorities  will  be  called 
upon  to  fix  an  official  quotation,  as  the  product  is  indis- 
pensable for  the  defence  of  the  country  alone,  apart  from 
agriculture.  Since  the  above  was  written  the  Bundesrat  has 
fixed  tho  maximum  prices  for  orders  of  5  tons  and  over  at 
m.27  per  100  kilos,  for  25-per-cent.  For  orders  under  5  tons 
tho  price  is  m.1.50  extra. 

Antimony. — The  German  Government  has  fixed  the  maxi- 
mum price  (December  14)  at  m.150  per  100  kilos.  (757.  per 
ton).  On  November  21  it  was  m.20O  (1007.  per  ton),  and  ira 
July  m.45  (227.  10s.  per  ton). 

Asbestos. — Practically  the  whole  of  the  production  in  the 
Urals  has  been  at  a  standstill  since  the  middle  of  Augu-;.

Wax,  Bees'. — Chilian  and  Brazilian  are  quoted  at  from 
m.460  to  m.465  per  100  kilos. 

Mercury. 

Following  upon  the  considerable  advance  of  the  past  two- 
months,  the  market  during  December  has  assumed  a  some- 
what nominal  character,  with  the  price  at  about  117.  to 
117.  5s.  per  bottle.  Business,  however,  is  a  matter  for 
negotiation,  tho  leading  home  importer  being  without  a 
quotation  so  far  as  can  be  gathered.  _  It  is  understood  that 
small  lots  have  occasionally  been  received  from  unimportant 
Spanish  producers  independent  of  the  chief  concern,  but 
tho  latter  has  now  but  little  "  outside  "  competition  to 
contend  with,  as  imports  from  Italy  have  been  practically 
suspended,  while  tho  operations  of  the  Austrian  mines 
must  have  been  hamnered  by  the  war.  Our  imports  this 
year  (January-November)  have  been  37,325  bottles,  against 
44,880  bottles 'in  1913  and  47,261  bottles  in  1912.  The  exports 
this  vear  (Januarv-November)  have  been  19,776  bottles, 
against  24.944  bottles  in  1913  and  29.294  in  1912.  Tin 
average  price  for  November  was  117.  2s.  6(7.  per  bottle,  titer 
highest  average  seen  for  many  years,  comparing  with 
77.  Is.  6(7.  in  1913,  77.  10s.  in  '1912.  and  87.  6s.  in  1911. 
As  is  usually  the  case  at  this  time  of  the  year,  the  imports 
are  small  and  likely  to  remain  so.  Stocks  are  also  small, 
and  are  chiefly  reserved  for  homo  consumption,  with_  the' 
exception  of  a  continued  demand  for  France  and  Russia. 

Spanish  Turpentine  and  Rosin. — The  British  Vice-Consut 
at  San  Sebastian  reports  that  there  are  in  that  district 
considerable  quantities  of  turpentine  spirit  and  rosin  ready 
for  export.  United  Kingdom  firms  desirous  cf  obtaining 
supplies,  which  can  be  shipped  from  the  port  of  Pasajes, 
should  communicate  direct  with  the  British  Vice  Consulate, 
San  Sebastian.

Sir, — I  rather  sympathise  with  those  who  hold  that  to 
anako  heroine  or  codeine  is  to  spoil  good  morphine,  but  if 
there  bo  any  virtue  in  heroine  it  is  that  it  is  less  toxic  than 
morphine.  We  find,  however,  that  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. 1914,  the  dose  of  heroine  (diacetylmorphinc)  is  given 
as  a  grain,  while  that  of  morphine  is  J,  grain.  Heroine 
can  never  get  a  reputation  if  we  start  with  the  notion 
that  it  is  four  times  as  strong  as  morphine.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Sir.— The  reprint  of  a  necessarily  condensed  report  of 
a  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Asso- 
ciation on  November  24,  1864,  to  consider  the  proposed 
.Bills  of  the  Pharmaceutical  and  United  Societies  (.".  d>  1)., 
December  19),  suggestively  recalls  men  and  ■  events  now 
receding  in  the  vista  of  years.  While  Glasgow  did  not 
Jigure  conspicuously  in  the  movement  which  culminated  in 
rhe  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  it  certainly  did  not 
deserve  the  reproach  levelled  against  it  by  the  late  Michael 
'Carteighe,  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  in  1894,  when  he 
emphasised  the  "  regrettable  fact  that  until  recent  years, 
of  all  the  great  cities  of  Great  Britain,  Glasgow  had  not 
Taken  any  active  part  in  things  pharmaceutical."  If  Mr. 
( 'arteighe  had  added  not  the  active  part  that  he  approved 
of,  he  would  have  come  nearer  the  truth.  In  the  case  of 
the  propaganda  for  the  legislative  regulation  of  pharmacy, 
tho  minute-book  records  of  the  above  Association  conclu- 
sively prove  that  it  took  a  lively  interest  in  the  question. 
Thus  earlier  in  1864  Mr.  T.  D.  Moffat,  the  Vice-President 
■of  the  Association,  gave  a  detailed  exposition  of  the  draft 
Bills  of  the  two  Societies,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  that 
both  Societies  be  requested  to  supply  copies  of  their  respec- 
tive Bills  for  the  information  of  Glasgow  chemists;  also 
that  a  special  meeting  be  afterwards  called  to  discuss  the 
relative  merits  of  these  pro  jets  de  loi.  This  was  the  meet- 
ing held  in  November  of  the  same  year,  and  the  resolution 
passed  on  that  occasion  was  obviously  dictated  less  by  any 
consideration  of  the  merits  of  Hie  rival  Bills  than  by  the 
patriotic  bias  which  apprehended  that,  should  either  become 
law,  Scotland  would  suffer,  not  only  in  the  financial  sense, 
but  also  in  further  subordination  to  centralised  authority 
in  London.  That  any  opposition  to  the  principle  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill  practically  ceased  with  the 
passing  of  the  1868  Act  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  in 
1868— the  same  year — the  late  Mr.  J.  McMillan,  in  his  annual 


report  as  Secretary  of  the  Association,  anticipates  that  "  The 
new  Pharmacy  Act  is  suro  to  cause  in  timo  a  great,  an 
important,  and  a  salutary  change,"  and  counsels  prepara- 
tion for  the  higher  standard  of  culture  and  efficiency  which 
tho  continued  operation  of  the  Act  is  likely  to  induce. 
And  later,  in  November  1868,  there  was  a  memorable  meet- 
ing to  hear  an  address  by  Mr.  John  Mackay  (Edinburgh) 
on  tho  Pharmacy  Act,  when  i  hero  was  an  attendance  of 
400  persons,  many  of  whom  wore  surgeon-druggists.  Mr. 
Mackay  expounded  all  tho  sections  of  tho  Act  seriatim  in 
a  speech  of  portentous  length,  which  was  significant  for  its 
specific  repudiation  of  the  impression  that  the  Act  compelled 
the  qualification  of  the  assistant.  In  December  the  Associa- 
tion discussed  and  approved  of  a  proposed  memorial  to  the 
Privy  Council  against  the  probable  effect  of  the  reservation 
of  the  rights  of  the  medical  profession  in  the  Pharmacy 
Act  Amendment  Bill  in  giving  them  exemption  from  tho 
statutory  provisions  for  the  sale  of  poisons. 

Mr.  Thos.  D.  Moffat,  who  proposed  the  motion  at  the 
November  meeting  in  1864  to  oppose  both  Bills,  was  for 
many  years  a  prominent  Glasgow  pharmacist,  and  his 
son.  Dr.  Dryden  Moffat,  Government  surgeon  to  Duke  Street, 
Prison,  Glasgow,  is  now  on  active  service  as  an  officer  in 
the  Territorial  R.A.M.C.  Mr.  John  Campbell,  who  spoke, 
was  chiefly  engaged  in  the  wholesale  drug-trade,  and  served 
two  terms  as  Secretary  of  the  Association,  of  which  he  was 
also  so  popular  a  President  that  in  1866,  after  his  death, 
a  Campbell  Prize  for  assistants  was  founded  in  memory  of 
him.  Mr.  J.  Taite,  who  submitted  the  amendment  in  sup- 
port, of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill,  was  in  retail 
business,  and  for  many  years  one  of  the  most  active  members 
of  the  Association;  and  Alexander  Kinninmont,  the  seconder 
of  the  amendment  (here,  as  always,  on  the  commonsense 
side),  was  beyond  doubt  the  most  highly  cultured  and  dis- 
tinguished Glasgow'  pharmacist  of  his  time.  While  it  is 
inevitable  in  the  course  of  nature,  it  is  a  little  melancholy 
to  reflect  that,  to  the  present  writer's  knowledge,  the  sole 
survivor  who  was  a  member  of  the  Association  in  1864  is 
Mr.  Robert  McAdam.  managing  director  of  the  Glasgow 
Apothecaries'  Co.,  Ltd. 

A  study  of  the  records  of  the  Glasgow  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Association,  1862-70,  clearly  shows  that  the  men 
who  conducted  its  affairs  had  exceptional  public  spirit 
and  administrative  ability.  Some  of  them  were  remarkable 
for  their  pugnacity,  notably  T.  D.  Moffat,  and  Alex.  Kinnin- 
mont, but  in  both  cases  the  fighting  quality  was  associated 
with  sound  judgment  and  sincere  conviction,  and  was 
exercised  for  constructive  rather  than  destructive  purposes. 
Lively  passages  at  arms,  for  which  the  'expression  "  un- 
pleasant contretemps"  may  be  a  reportorial  euphemism, 
were  not  uncommon  between  such  doughty  controversialists, 
and  there  are  traditions  of  more  than  one  Homeric  combat 
in  argument  between  the  late  Mr.  Kinninmont  and  the  late 
Daniel  Frazer,  who  were  both  of  a  fiery  yet  magnanimous 
nature.  Most  of  the  chroniclers  of  those  times,  and  of  the 
men  who  figured  in  their  prosaic,  or  occasionally  picturesque, 
narratives,  have  long  since  passed  into  the  impenetrable 
night  of  Death  ;  but  as  we  trace  the  written  or  the  printed 
page  the  glow  and  gladness  of  life  seem  to  suffuse  it  once 
more.  The  lights  are  relit,  and  reveal  in  their  manner 
as  they  moved  and  acted  in  the  flesh  the  faces  and  forms 
once  friendly  and  familiar  of  faithful  servants  of  pharmacy, 
who  are  now  but  fading  memories  in  the  minds  of  the 
few  survivors  who  were  their  contemporaries,  and  no  more 
than  names  to  the  rest.  Yours  faithfully.

The  majority  of  difficulties  in  regard  to  trade  law  are  anticipated 
by  the  legal  informatim  printed  in  "  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Diary,"  1914.    See  especially  pp.  469-499. 


R.  M.  B.  (202/50).— See  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1915,  p.  411. 
Inspectors  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  have  no 
more  right  under  the  Poisons  Acts  than  "  the  man  in  the 
street  "  to  insist  on  seeing  a  chemist's  poison-book. 

A.  C.  H.  (191/14).— Turn  up  p.  406  of  the  C.  &  D.  Diary, 
1915,  and  read  the  Treasury  Memorandum,  where  you  will 
find  that  the  nationality  of  firms  trading  in  this  country  is 
not  a  bar  to  payment  of  money  due  to  them. 

A.  L.  S.  O.  (199/27).— The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
1908,  does  not  prohibit  a  person,  such  as  a  hospital  dis- 
penser, who  is  a  qualified  chemist,  becoming  the  super- 
intendent of  a  limited  company,  but  the  terms  of  Section  3, 
Sub-section  4  (6),  clearly  indicate  that  if  the  business  is 
not  personally  conducted  by  the  superintendent,  it  must  be 
bona  fide  conducted  by  a  registered  chemist  under  the 
superintendent's  direction.  We  do  not  consider  that  a 
person  in  the  position  of  a  hospital  dispenser  conforms 
to  the  statutory  conditions  of  the  requisite  superintendent ; 
occasional  visitation  of  the  shop  during  the  day  and  in 
the  evening  is  neither  personally  conducting  nor  bona 
fide  management.

E.  E.  It.  (171/64).— Meudon  White. — This  is  a  very  smooth 
form  of  chalk  prjprred  by  elutriation.  It  is  used  for  clean- 
ing plate. 

Metric  (175/36).—"  Metric  Weights  with  English  Equiva- 
lents," by  H.  P.  McCartney  (Spon,  Is.),  gives  the  relative 
values  from  1  gram  to  50,000  kilos.,  and  has  also  equiva- 
lents in  troy  weight.  It  is  the  most  suitable  book  for  your 
requirements. 


N.  Z.  (166/34).— Paste  foe  Labels  on  Tins.— The  factors 
governing  the  production  of  rust  under  labels  on  tins  are- 
either  that  the  paste  contains  some  corroding  ingredient,, 
such  as  alum  or  butter  of  antimony,  or  that  the  quality  of 
the  tin  is  of  the  lowest.  A  plain  rye-paste  is  probably  the 
safest  to  employ,  especially  if  it  has  been  made  more  suit- 
able for  use  on  tins  by  stirring  into  it  a  small  proportion) 
of  varnish.  You  do  not  tell  us  what  kind  of  paste  you  are- 
employing  at  present. 

P.  H.  It.  (189/44).— Hop-ale.— The  following  formula  pro- 
duces a  beverage  with  less  alcohol  than  is  allowed  by  the- 
Excise  authorities — i.e.,  2  to  3  percent.: 

English  hops   1  lb. 

Horehound  herb     ...       ...       ...     2  oz 

Crushed  Jamaica  ginger  ...       ...     4  oz. 

Crushed  liquorice-root    4  oz. 

Salt     ...   ...     4  oz. 

Caramel   4  oz.,  or  a  sufficiency 

Sugar     5  lb. 

Saccharin    75  grains 

Dried  yeast   a  sufficiency 

Water  30  gals.  . 

Bring  the  water  to  the  boil,  and  add  the  horehound, 
ginger,  liquorice,  hops,  and  salt,  boiling  the  ingredients- 
together  for  half  an  hour ;  then  strain  the  liquid  into  the 
fermenting-tub,  in  which  had  been  placed  the  sugar  and 
caramel,  -and  ferment  with  the  yeast  at  70°  F.  for  twenty- 
four  hours.  Next  skim  carefully,  and  strain  into  a  cask 
containing  the  saccharin,  to  which  add  also  finings,  if 
required,  to  brighten  the  product. 

Shellac  (185/5). — Varnish  for  Linoleum. — The  following 
is  suitable  : 

Resin      3  lb. 

Seedlac         ...    12  oz. 

Spirit   ...     2  gals. 

Dissolve,  add  kaolin  4  oz.,  shake,  and  strain. 

T".  Jl.  W.  (183/50). — Damp  in  Window-enclosure. — This 
can  be  absorbed  by  placing  in  the  window-enclosure  saucers 
of  fused  calcium  chloride.  The  crude  salt  is  employed,  and 
when  it  has  liquefied  by  the  absoi'ption  of  moisture  it  is 
easily  restored  to  efficiency  by  heating  over  a  fire  in  an 
iron  vessel. 

C.  M.  J.  (191/69). — There  is  seldom  any  difficulty  or  pro- 
longed delay  in  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  of  Great 
Britain  who  is  of  good  character  and  well  recommended 
getting  a  Berth  in  Australia  or  New  Zealand  when  he 
reaches  there.  The  salaries  are  substantially  about  50  pen 
cent,  higher  than  they  are  here. 

Malta  (197/41). — Thanks  for  your  cutting,  but  we  are- 
compelled  to  ignore  most  of  the  "  wild  "  statements  made 
about  chemists  in  evening  and  other  papers.  To  mention 
them  would  simply  occupy  valuable  space  needlessly. 

Taree  (202/68). — Traveller's  Commission  on  orders  for 
toilet-articles  depends  upon  the  other  conditions,  such  as 
expenses,  and  whether  the  man's  whole  time  is  employed'.. 
You  do  not  tell  us  anything  about  these. 

G.  B.  D.  (196/29).— (1)  Army  Pill  No.  9  is  2_grains  each- 
of  hydrarg.  subchlor.,  pil.  coloc.  co.,  and  pil.  rhei  co.  in 
one  pill.  See  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  p.  935.  (2)) 
Mixtures  of  sodium  salicylate  and  alkalies  invariably  turn 
brown.  See  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing,"  p.  243,  for  several 
examples  and  explanation  of  the  change.  (3)  We  expect 
that  the  white  precipitate  in  the  Easton's  syrup  mixture  i3 
calcium  phosphate.    Did  you  use  London  tap-water  ?

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NETHERLANDS  NOTES. 


Belgian  Refugee  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  the 
lectures  and  practical  laboratory  work  in  the  Amsterdam 
University  without  paying  fees  if  they  apply  for  permission 
to  the  Municipality  of  Amsterdam. 

Xouvaln  University.  —  The  Amsterdam  Municipality 
has  arranged  that  duplicate  books  in  the  University  library 
may  be  transferred  to  the  Louvain  University  in  order  to 
contribute  in  this  way  to  refurnish  this  celebrated  library, 
which  fell  a  prey  to  German  '"  Kultur." 

"Plantation  Hygiene"  is  the  title  of  a  work  published 
by  Dr.  G.  Grijns  and  Dr.  G.  W.  Kiewiet  de  Jonge  for 
the  benefit  of  administrators  and  physicians  of  agricultural 
concerns  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  The  work  contains 
several  valuable  articles  on  tropical  hygiene  by  Indian 
medical  men. 

Bulletin  of  tbe  Colonial  Museum.- Bulletin  No.  52, 
just  published,  contains  the  report  for  1912.  It  includes  a 
review  of  the  series  of  Bulletins,  also  the  communications 
published  by  the  Museum  before  the  issue  of  the  first 
Bulletin  in  1892.  In  the  Commercial  Museum  Section  of  the 
Colonial  Institute  a  report  is  given  of  the  information  sup- 
plied by  the  Director  (Dr.  J.  Dekker)  in  the  course  of  1913. 
The  publication  is  a  worthy  conclusion  to  'the  series  of 
Bulletins. 

The  Wew  B.P.— The  "  Ph'armaceutische  Weekblad,"  in 
quoting  a  letter  in.  the  "British  Medical  Journal  "  regard- 
ing the  numerous  alterations  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
1914,  which  may  give  rise  to  dangerous  mistakes,  suggests 
that  British  pharmacists  should  adopt  the  method  by  which 
many  Dutch  pharmacists  overcame  a  similar  difficulty. 
When  the  fourth  edition  of  the  Dutch  Pharmacopoeia  came 
into  force,  the  pharmacists  in  some  districts  issued  to  the 
medical  practitioners  booklets,  in  which  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  principal  alterations. 

Herb-gardens.  On  December  6  a  Society  for  promotion 
of  the  cultivation  of  medicinal  drugs  in  Holland  was 
founded.  Many  connected  with  medicine,  pharmacy,  and 
agriculture  attended  the  meeting,  which  decided  to  establish 
experimental  gardens.  The  Society  also  proposes  (1)  to 
undertake  researches  on  medicinal  plants  which  grow  wild 
in  Holland  and  elsewhere ;  (2)  to  promote  the  study  of 
medicinal  plants:  (3)  to  study  the  life  conditions  and  thera- 
peutic value  of  these  plants :  (4)  to  encourage  the  gathering 
of  _  wild  medicinal  drugs.  The  constitution  and  by-laws  of 
this  Society  for  apothecaries'  gardens  have  been  sent  to  the 
Government,  with  a  request  for  Royal  approval. 

Assistance  to  Belgian  Pharmacists.  —A  group  of 
Amsterdam  pharmacists  have  addressed  a  circular  to  all 
pharmacists  in  Holland  urging  them  to  take  up  one  or 
more  shares  of  100  francs  each  in  a  gratuitous  loan  to  their 
Belgian  confreres  to  enable  the  latter  to  rebuild  their  phar- 
macies and  renew  their  stocks.  THe  results  show  that  the 
confidence  of  the  Amsterdam  pharmacists  in  the  generosity 
of  their  colleagues  was  not  misplaced,  and  when  the  arrange- 
ments are  complete  the  fund  will  be  handed  over  to  the 
Board  of  the  "  Nederlandsche  Maatschappij  ter  Bevordering 
der  Pharmacie,"  which  will  place  the  money  at  the  dis- 
posal of  a  committee  of  Belgian  pharmacists,  and  will 
endeavour  to  urge  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of 
neutral  countries  the  desirability  of  their  following  the 
example  of  the  Dutch  pharmacists.  The  circular  referred 
to  seems  to  have  come  into  possession  of  the  German  phar- 
maceutical papers.  The  "  Pharm.  Zeitung "  regards  it  as 
good  evidence  of  the  kind  feelings  of  neighbourliness  which 
the  Dutch  pharmacists  have  for  their  Belgian  colleagues. 

Rubber  Exposition  at  Batav  a.-  The  International 
Rubber  Congress  arranged  for  1914  has  been  postponed  on 
account  of  the  war,  but  the  Rubber  Exposition  has  been 
opened  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements.  The  Dutch 
Committee  of  the  Exposition  has  published  an'  illustrated 
booklet  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Commercial  Infor- 
mation, containing  a  concise  report  of  the  significance  of 
rubber  in  relation  to  commerce  in  general  and  Dutch  com- 
merce in  particular.  The  "  Indische  Mercuur  "  of  Decem- 
ber 11  publishes  a  report  by  the  Division  of  Commerce 
and  Industry  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Commerce, 
and  Industry  on  the  number  of  rubber-plantations  in  the 
Dutch  East  Indies  and  the  area  under  cultivation.  It 
states  that  the  rubber-plants  chiefly  cultivated  in  the  Dutch 
East  Indies  are  Hevea  brasilicnsis  and  Ficus  clastica  ;  the 
number  of  plantations  in  Java  on  June  1.  1914,  was  344 
<area  214  acres),'  and  in  other  islands  of  the  Dutch  East 
Indies  211  (area  304  acres).  .

A  Leeds  Subscriber  (164/15)  sends  us  the  following  list 
of  requests  that  he  has  had  lately,  most  of  them  being  in 
writing :  Oil  of  plaster  (all  plaster) ;  porpoise  plaster 
(porous  plaster)  ;  scout  grass  (couch  grass) ;  Brunswick  acid 
(boric  acid)  ;  stinking  haddock  (arrach)  :  vaseline  reposi- 
tarys  (glycerin  suppositories)  ;  costir  soda  (caustic  soda). 

The  Benoni  Way  of  writing  the  universal  prescription 
with  red  lavender,  etc.,  is  thus : 

Which  means:  Roode  Lavandel  (i.e.,  red  lavender),  Endres 
Droppels,  and  Wonder  Kroon  Essenz. 

From  Colchester  we  have  a  selection  of  recent  orders, 
one  being  :  "  Please  1  box  ice  pice  pills,"  which  is  a  new 
rendering  for  the  ancient  pulv.  aloes  c.  eanella.  Another 
is:  Gum  of  gugerackum,  sweet  spirits  niter,  tincture  of 
myr.  "Even  these,"  says  Carnal  (199/52),  "are  very 
acceptable  in  war-time." 


Chemical  Industry  in  Japan. 

THE  only  chemicals  made  in  Japan  up  to  comparatively 
recent  years  were  corrosive  sublimate  and  calomel, 
very  simple  apparatus  being  used  and  the  processes 
employed  being  of  great  antiquity.  There  were  a  few 
makers  of  sulphites  and  sulphates  in  Osaka  at  the  time 
of  the  restoration;  they  were  called  "  Rambiki  "  men, 
the  name  being  derived  from  the  retorts  they  employed. 
Some  eighty  years  ago  Dr.  Kean  Ogata,  who  obtained 
his  knowledge  from  the  Dutch  at  Nagasaki,  introduced 
foreign-made  chemicals  and  drugs  into  Japan. 


In  1874  a  druggist  named  Takata,  from  Mine  Province, 
made  for  the  first  time  at  Osaka  nitric  acid,  and  salts  of 
silver  and  gold  for  the  Imperial  Mint.  Imamura's  fac- 
tory for  nitric-acid  manufacture  was  built  in  1884  at 
Osaka,  the  60-foot  chimney  being  the  highest  in  the 
country  at  that  time.  Dr.  Nishiyama,  who  studied 
chemistry  in  Osaka,  made  tinctures,  iodine  preparations, 
ether,  and  pepsin  in  1881,  since  when  every  chemical 
has  been  made  in  Japan,  the  progress  in  the  art  having 
been  marvellous.  Much  credit  for  the  early  introduc- 
tion is  due  to  the  Dutch  chemists,  who  taught  science  in 
Japan  eighty  years  ago.  The  illustration  shows  some 
of  the  apparatus  which  Dr.  Nishiyama  received  from 
his  Dutch  teacher,  and  which  is  still  treasured  as  a 
souvenir. 

The  Imports  info  Katanga,  Congo,  during  the  first  six 
months  of  1913  included  drugs  valued  at  30,439f. :  pharma- 
ceutical products,  47,596f. ;  chemical  products,  37,648f. ;  and 
soap,  23,193f.  Of  the  drugs,  13,912f.  worth  (45.70  per  cent.) 
was  from  the  United  Kingdom,  which  country  also  sup- 
plied 3.067f.  worth  (6.44  per  cent.)  of  the  pharmaceutical 
product's.

Glasgow  Notes. 

Mr.  R.  Cappell,  Hillhead,  who  has  been,  seriously  ill,  is 
progressing  favourably. 

Mr.  Sutherland  qualified  iu  the  competition  for  the  Decem- 
ber Golf  Medal,  held  at  Williamwood  on  Tuesday,  with  a 
net  score  of  91. 

The  following  chemists  have  removed  their  names  from 
the  local  Insurance  dispensing  panel:  Mr.  Spurs,  Pollok- 
shaws  Road  ;  Mr.  M.  Carmichael  (for  his  Shawlands  shops 
only) ;  and  Dun's  Drug-stores,  Argyle  Street. 

Manchester  Chemists'  Assistants*  Association. 

The  last  of  the  lectures  on  First-aid  for  this  term  was 
given  on  Wednesday,  December  9,  and  will  be  resumed  on 
Wednesday,  January  13,  1915.  In  the  meantime  members  of 
the  class  are  asked  to  revise  their  work,  with  a  view  to 
taking  the  examination  at  an  early  date.  An  ordinary 
meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday  evening.  December  16,  in 
the  Medical  School  of  the  University,  when  Mr.  J.  E.  R. 
Holman,  Ph.C,  delivered  a  lantern-lecture  on  Drug-cultiva- 
tion in  Great  Britain.  The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  views 
of  the  drug-farm  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co., 
Dartford,  Kent,  and  several — notably  one  of  henbane-plant — 
were  very  beautiful. 

Laudanum  in  fart  I.  of  the  Poison  Schedule. 

.  In  the  Southwark  Coroner's  Court,  on  December  23,  Dr. 
F.  J.  Waldo  held  an  inquiry  relative  to  the  death  of  Maria 
Phillips  (52),  a  cook  employed  at  the  Borough  Polytechnic 
Institute,  who  died  directly  after  arriving  at  her  work  last 
Saturday  morning.  Her  mother's  evidence  was  to  the  effect 
that  deceased  had  in  India  contracted  a  malady,  for  which 
a  doctor  prescribed  laudanum,  and  she  took  an  ounce  a 
day.  Mr.  Thomas  Cusan,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager 
for  Boots,  Ltd.,  London  Road,  S.E.,  said  he  had  known 
the  deceased  personally  for  about  six  years,  during  which 
period  she  had,  regularly  purchased  an  ounce  of  laudanum 
four  or  five  times  a  week.  He  had  conformed  to  the 
law  in  every  instance  in  which  he  sold  the  poison.  Dr. 
Thomas  Massie  stated  that  he  had  attended  the  deceased, 
who  had  never  tcld  him  about  her  drug-habit,  but  he  guessed 
it.  An  autopsy  revealed  that  death  was  due  to  heart- 
failure,  consequent  on  inflammation  of  the  lungs.  It  was 
in  no  way  connected  with  the  laudanum-habit.  In  sum- 
ming-up, the  Coroner  said  that  deadly  poisons  like  cocaine 
were  much  too  easily  bought,  but  it  was  clear  that  Messrs. 
Boots'  manager  did  everything  the  law  required.  Ques- 
tioned by  the  Coroner,  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  (Neve,  Beck  & 
Kirby,  solicitors),  representing  Boots,  Ltd.,  said  the  General 
Medical  Council  had  the  making  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
altered  it  from  time  to  time.  It  was  very  difficult  to  get 
the  Privy  Council  to  place  a  drug  in  Part  I.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes,  and 
added  that  it  was  a  very  good  thing  that  laudanum  was 
going  to  be  placed  in  Part  I.,  and  they  tendered  their 
thanks  to  the  General  Medical  Council  for  bringing  this 
most  useful  reform  about.  The  Coroner  said  he  quite 
agreed. 

Insurance  of  Chemists'  Apprentices. 
Sheriff  Penney  has  issued  his  decision  in  the  action  by 
the  Scottish  National  Health  Insurance  Commissioners 
against  George  Morrison,  chemist  and  druggist,  Kirn,  a 
member  of  the  Tax  Resistors'  Association,  for  the  recovery 
of  Insurance  contributions  from  June  1913  to  September 
1914  in  respect  of  an  apprentice.  The  Sheriff,  in  his  inter- 
locutor, says  that,  having  considered  the  cause,  he  finds  in 
fact  (1)  that  the  defender  had  in  his  employment  from 
June  30,  1913,  to  September  28,  1914,  Alan  Cameron 
McDougall ;  (2)  that  at  June  30,  1913,  the  said  Alan  Cameron 
McDougall  was  above  sixteen  years  of  age ;  (3)  that  the 
said  Alan  Cameron  McDougall  was  accordingly  an  employe 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  for  whom  weekly 
contributions  were  payable  by  the  defender ;  (4)  that  tho 
amount  of  these  contributions  together  is  1?.  17s.  Ud.  ;  and 
(5)  that  none  of  this  sum  has  been  paid  by  the  defender; 
therefore  grants  decree  in  favour  of  the  pursuers  against 
the  defender  for  the  said  sum,  and  finds  him  liable  to  the 
pursuers  in  expenses,  but  only  for  the  amount  for  which 
\\e  would  have  been  found  liable  had  this  case  been  brought 
in  the  Small  Debt  Court — namely,  21.  17s.  10«Z.,  and  decerns. 
In  his  note  the  Sheriff  says  the  defender,  like  many  other 
otherwise  law-abiding  citizens,  seemed  to  have  a  deeply- 
rooted  aversion  to  the  National  Insurance  Act  of  1911,  and 


possibly  impressed  by  the  success  of  Mr.  Boyd  Kinnear  ii 
his  prosecution  by  the  Procurator-Fiscal  of  Fife  on  the 
information  of  the  National  Insurance  Act  Commissioners,, 
thought  he  might  also  dare  them  to  do  their  worst.  Unfor- 
tunately, he  overlooked  the  great  distinction  between  a 
criminal  prosecution  and  a  civil  action.  Defender  admitted 
that  he  had  written  a  letter  stating  that  McDougall  was- 
in  his  employ,  and  employment  necessarily  involved  liability 
to  pay  contributions  under  the  Act.
